Seniors TOM PUNT (78) and JIM WANEK (66) return to their starting positions at left tackle and guard, 
respectively. The only returning starters on offense, they helped push Nebraska to its sixth NCAA rushing title 
of the 1980s at 375.3 yards per game in 1989. Wanek earned first-team academic All-Big Eight honors and was 
honorable-mention all-conference on the field. Center DAVID EDEAL (58) played in every game last year and 
started once at center, replacing two-time All-American Jake Young. An academic all-district choice in 1989, he 
has the team’s highest grade-point average, 3.92 in mechanical engineering. 


Junior wingback NATE TURNER (left) rushed for 119 yards and caught 10 passes for 173 yards in 1989. He 
and sophomore TYRONE HUGHES return to give the Huskers a talented one-two punch at the position. Senior 
place-kicker GREGG BARRIOS (right) was Nebraska’s second-leading scorer last year, with 75 points. Barrios 
hasn't missed a PAT in 82 career attempts, and, with 119 career points, he needs 85 to become the school’s all- 

q time kick-scoring leader.

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MEDIA INFORMATION 


MEDIA CREDENTIALS 

All requests for press, broadcast, photo and parking credentials should be 
directed to Don Bryant, Assistant Athletic Director, 103 South Stadium, University 
of Nebraska, Lincoln, Neb, 68588. Requests should be made in writing on appro- 
priate letterhead at least one week prior to the game, Requests via fax are acceptable 
(see fax information below). As a general rule, working space in the Nebraska Press 
Box is allotted on the following basis: (1) daily newspaper writers covering for 
Sunday publication; (2) sports editors of Nebraska daily newspapers; (3) radio 
personnel for broadcast originations; (4) official school student daily newspaper, 
one seat and/or one sideline only; (5) approved special coverage; (6) press and TV 
working photographers. Weekly press representatives and non-originating radio 
representatives cannot be accommodated in the Press Box because of space lim- 
itations, Free-lance and amateur photographers are not eligible for media cre- 
dentials. 


MEDIA WILL CALL 

In most cases, credentials will be mailed. Credentials that are not mailed will 
be held in the Nebraska Sports Information Office (Room 116 in the South Stadium 
Office Building) from 9 a.m. until noon on game day, after which they will be 
held at the Press Will Call window located outside at the west end of the South 
Stadium Building. Credentials, including parking, may also be picked up on Friday 
at the Sports Information Office, 


MEDIA ACCESS 

The easiest Memorial Stadium access for the media is the Press Gate (Gate 8) 
on the west side of the stadium, directly under the Press Box and located a few 
feet north of the Press Box elevator. The working press area is at level 1 in the 
Press Box, Photo and television decks can be reached via Level 2, 


MEDIA PARKING 

Parking at Memorial Stadium is always at a premium, with a limited number 
of spaces allocated to the media. Media parking is in the lot to the east of the 
intersection of 10th and T Streets, at the south end of the stadium. Early arrival 
is strongly suggested, No cars will be admitted to the media lot later than one hour 
and 15 minutes before kickoff. No cars will be admitted without a media parking 
pass. 


TUESDAY MEDIA LUNCHEONS 

Each Tuesday during the football season, Nebraska hosts a media luncheon in 
the N Club Lounge on the first floor of the South Stadium Office Building. A 
sandwich buffet luncheon is served at 11:30 a.m., followed by Coach Tom Os- 
borne’s weekly news conference at 12 noon. The news conference will end by 1 
p-m., and requested Nebraska players will be available afterward, pending class 
and meeting schedules. Participating media requesting Nebraska players must do 
so on Monday. 


TOM OSBORNE TELECONFERENCE 

Out-of-town media wishing to participate in the weekly Tom Osborne news 
conference may do so via telephone by contacting the Nebraska Sports Information 
Office (402-472-2263) no later than Monday afternoon. A University operator will 
connect participants shortly before noon Central time. A limited number of lines: 
is available and, in the event demand exceeds supply, priority will be given to 
those who have requested credentials to that week's game.

MEDIA HOTELS 

The University of Nebraska Athletic Department reserves a limited number of 
hotel rooms for out-of-state media for home football weekends. The rooms may 
be requested through the office of Assistant Athletic Director Don Bryant (402- 
472-5959), but requests must be made by noon on the Wednesday the week of the 
game. Credit card numbers will be requested to confirm late arrivals. 


STADIUM DIRECTIONS 

Memorial Stadium is located on the east side of 10th Street, between T Street 
on the south and Avery Avenue on the north. To reach it from Lincoln Municipal 
Airport, turn right on Northwest 12th Street as you drive out of the airport. North- 
west 12th becomes Cornhusker Highway, which intersects with Interstate 180. Exit 
south on I-180, which ends in downtown Lincoln and becomes 9th Street, a one- 
way south, Travel approximately two blocks from the end of 1-180 and turn left 
at P Street. Go one block and turn left on 10th Street, a one-way north, and go 
four blocks north to the stadium (but DON'T get on 1-180 north). From Omaha's 
Eppley Airfield, follow the signs to downtown Omaha and 1-480. Take 1-480 west 
to I-80, then take I-80 west approximately 60 miles to 1-180. Exit south on I-180 
and follow the instructions above, 


SPORTS INFORMATION OFFICE 

The University of Nebraska Sports Information Office is in Room 116 of the 
South Stadium Office Building, which is located under the south stands of Me- 
morial Stadium. Room 116 is to the left of the main entrance to the building, at 
the foot of the stairs. 


INTERVIEW POLICY 

During the season, the only times Coach Tom Osborne will be available for 
media interviews during the week will be the Tuesday news conferences and on 
the field after practice. Coach Osborne is also available each Monday on the Big 
Eight Briefing teleconference. Please contact the Big Eight office (816-471-5088) 
for details. Players are available for interviews in person or by telephone after 
practice Mondays through Wednesdays during the season. Depending on class and 
meeting schedules, players are also sometimes available before practice, but must 
be requested at least one day ahead of time. All requests for player interviews 
must go through the Sports Information Office (402-472-2263). The week of a game, 
all player interviews must be completed by Wednesday. No interviews are to be 
conducted on the lower level of the South Stadium Office Building, including the 
hallway and the tunnel leading to the field. Interviews with assistant coaches in 
their offices on the second floor of the South Stadium Office Building must be set 
up in advance either through the coach or Sports Information. 


DAILY PRACTICES 

During the season, Nebraska practices are normally conducted in Memorial 
Stadium starting at 3 p.m. All practices are closed to the public and the media 
after the first 15 minutes. Media wishing to interview Coach Tom Osborne or 
Nebraska players after practice should come to the Sports Information Office shortly 
before the end of practice and be escorted to the field. Length of practice varies, 
so media should check with the Sports Information Office (402-472-2263) at about 
4 p.m. to verify the time practice ends that day. 


POST-GAME INTERVIEWS 

Nebraska’s post-game locker room is closed, both home and away, but Coach 
Tom Osborne and requested players and assistant coaches will be available for 
interviews following a 10-minute cooling-off period. For home games, only coaches, 
players and staff members will be admitted to the tunnel and locker room after 
the game, but Coach Osborne and the requested coaches and players will be brought 
to the N Club Lounge in the South Stadium Office Building. Media admittance to 
the South Stadium Office Building interview areas will be by game credentials 
only, Media members may enter the post-game interview lounge through the door 
at the southeast corner of the South Stadium Building or through the main entrance 
of the building. Media will not be admitted to the lower level of the building. For 
away games, the best available interview area will be used. Requests for assistant 
coach and player interviews, home and away, will be taken by Associate SID Tom 
Simons at the end of the third quarter. Non-requested players making significant 
plays in the fourth quarter will be added as a matter of course, 


PRO SCOUTING TICKETS 

Per Big Eight Conference rules, the University of Nebraska does not provide 
Press Box access or media credentials for professional footbal! scouts. Scouts may 
arrange through the Sports Information Office (402-472-2263) to purchase high- 
row tickets for Nebraska home games. Tickets will be held in Will Call in the 
South Stadium Ticket Office unless other arrangements are made. 


BIG EIGHT SATELLITE FEED 

Videotape highlights of Nebraska football games are available weekly during 
the football season via the Big Hight Conference satellite uplink. The half-hour 
feed runs each Tuesday, Sept. 4-Nov. 13, at 3 p.m. Central time. The feed may be 
picked up on Westar IV, transponder 7D, frequency 3960 Mhz standard video, 6.8 
audio. The trouble number is 402-472-2413. 


TELEPHONES 

Nebraska provides some 20 modular telephones for media use in the Memorial 
Stadium Press Box, 17 on the first row of the main press area, two more on the 
second row, and three on tables in the rear of the press area, All long-distance 
calls must be credit card, collect or billed to a third number. Any media sources 
wishing to place a telephone in the Press Box should contact University of Nebraska 
Telecommunications (402-472-2000) at least two weeks prior to the game. 


PRESS BOX SERVICES 

The Nebraska Sports Information Office will provide game programs, pre-game 
notes, flip cards and media guides prior to the game, Play-by-play accounts, quarter 
“flash” stats, final stats, player and coach post-game quotes from both locker rooms, 
and post-game notes will be distributed. A verbal play-by-play account of down 
and distance will be provided over the interior public address system, Injury 
information, record and stat updates, and scores of other games will also be pro- 
vided. A complimentary meal is served, normally starting two hours before kickoff 
and ending one-half hour before kickoff. Soft drinks are available until the Press 
Box closes. A Sports Information Office representative will be in the Press Box 
until all visiting writers have filed.

BIG EIGHT SIDELINE POLICIES 

The Big Eight Conference maintains a strict sideline control policy in an effort 
to keep the playing area as clear of people as possible. All sideline photographers 
must have a sideline armband and a media tag, and both must be clearly visible. 
Armbands can be picked up in the Press Box prior to game time—providing 
photographers have made prior arrangements, The Big Eight sideline control 
policy: (1) Only those photographers on assignment from a newspaper, magazine, 
television station, or a participating institution, are given credentials. Each student 
publication shall be limited to one press and/or one sideline photo pass. (2) Only 
those newspapers with Sunday and/or daily editions are eligible for sideline passes. 
(Special requests shall be submitted to the Assistant Athletic Director for his 
review, but such requests, if honored, will be limited to one photo pass). (3) Cutline 
writers, equipment carriers, and/or other so-called “assistants” will not be allowed 
on the sideline. (4) Photographers must display their credentials (media tag and 
armband) at all times. Failure to do so will result in expulsion from the stadium. 
(5) University personnel are to be deployed on the sidelines to insure that all 
credentials are properly displayed and to watch for any abuse of privileges by 
photographers. Those possessing coaches’ sideline (bench) badges must remain 
inside the team bench area (between the 25-yard lines). (6) Photographers may not 
enter the bench area (between the 25-yard lines) at any time. (7) Photographers 
are not permitted to congregate in the writer's section of the Press Box during 
halftime, 


FAX ACCESS 

The Nebraska Sports Information Office has an automatic fax machine which 
can transmit or receive documents. The phone number for the fax is 402-472-2005. 
The machine is available on request in the Press Box after games.

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The Prospectus 
NU RETURNING STARTERS: “THE BEST 


OF TIMES, THE WORST OF TIMES?” 


One could almost begin a prospectus for the 1990 Nebraska football team with 
the same line with which Charles Dickens opened his classic novel, A Tale of Two 
Cities: “It was the best of times, it was the worst of times...” 

Almost, but not quite. 

On the one hand, the Cornhuskers return seven starters from a 1989 defense 
which led the Big Eight Conference in both rushing and total defense, and that’s 
the most returning defensive starters Coach Tom Osborne has had in his 18 years 
at the NU helm. 

On the other hand, only two offensive starters return from a team which led 
the nation in rushing for the sixth time in the last 10 years, and no Osborne- 
coached team has ever returned fewer offensive starters. Among those gone are 
the school’s No, 2 all-time rusher in I-back Ken Clark (3,037 yards), record-setting 
All-Big Eight quarterback Gerry Gdowski (the league’s co-offensive player-of-the- 
year) and two All-America linemen in tackle Doug Glaser and center Jake Young. 

The Dickens quote is not totally applicable for a couple of reasons. First, the 
defensive losses include All-Big Eight outside linebacker Jeff Mills and all three 
starting interior linemen, led by all-conference tackle Kent Wells. In addition, Mills 
(third round, to San Diego) and Wells (sixth, to Washington) were the first two 
Huskers taken in the 1990 Nationa! Football League draft. 

In other words, although only four defensive starters were lost, those four lined 
up next to each other and a whole forward section of the “Black Shirt’ defense 
will have to be replaced. 

Punt, Wanek Lead Offensive Line 

Second, on offense Nebraska seems to be once again ready to reload, instead 
of rebuild, after heavy graduation losses. Both returning starters are offensive 
linemen, in left tackle Tom Punt and left guard Jim Wanek, while the three probable 
new line starters are all lettermen, and figure to be David Edeal at center, promising 
true sophomore Will Shields at right guard, and either junior Brian Boerboom or 
senior Steve Engstrom at right tackle. The Husker front also has some proven depth 
in tackle Terry Eyman and guard Erik Wiegert. Wiegert might have challenged for 
a starting job in the spring if he hadn't had to sit out most of spring practice due 
to a bad back. 

Receivers Corps is Experienced, Talented 

The receivers corps could be Nebraska's strongest offensive area. Junior split 
end Jon Bostick came out of a planned redshirt year in 1989 to catch 12 passes 
for 289 yards in eight games, while leading the Huskers and ranking second in 
the Big Eight in touchdown catches with six. Junior Mark Dowse gives NU ex- 
perienced depth at split end after moving over from wingback where two of the 
Huskers’ more-talented players return to battle for Richard Bell's old starting job. 
Junior Nate Turner averaged 13.2 yards every time he touched the ball in an injury- 
shortened 1989 campaign, while sophomore Tyrone Hughes led the Big Eight and 
ranked seventh nationally in punt returns at 15.1 yards per return as a redshirt 
freshman. At tight end, NU returns junior Chris Garrett and sophomore William 
Washington, who shared starting duties last year with the graduated Monte Kratz- 
enstein. Of Garrett's five season receptions, four were touchdowns. 


New Faces in the Backfield 

It's the offensive backfield that will have the least experience on the squad (at 
least in terms of game experience). Gdowski and Clark are gone, of course, but so 
is standout fullback Bryan Carpenter, a inainstay the last three seasons when he 
rushed for 1,064 yards and averaged 6,3 yards per carry. 

Junior [-back Leodis Flowers, Clark's alternate last year, is the most experienced 
returning back, and had a solid sophomore campaign, rushing 66 times for 493 
yards (a 7.5-yard average) and seven touchdowns. Senior Terry Rodgers is in line 
to be this year’s alternate, but sophomore Scott Baldwin led all rushers in April's 
Spring Game with 115 yards on 16 carries and will be in the picture. 

The question which created the most public interest in the spring, however, 
was, "Who will replace Gdowski?" and the question hadn't been answered beyond 
doubt during spring drills. The top candidates were juniors Mike Grant and Mickey 
Joseph, but both had what Osborne called “inconsistent” springs, although part 
of Grant's inconsistency may have been due to shoulder surgery which was per- 
formed on his throwing arm last fall. Both, however, did finish the spring with 
fine Spring Games as Grant completed nine of 14 passes for 134 yards and a 
touchdown while rushing for 49 yards on five carries, and Joseph four of nine for 
81 yards and a TD. 

At fullback, junior Tim Johnk, who lettered as a reserve last year behind Car- 
penter, and redshirt junior-college transfer Omar Soto both had good springs, but 
they have just four collegiate rushing attempts between them. 

New Defensive Line Starters are Solid 

On defense, despite having to replace four of five starters at the front-line 
positions, experienced players do return at all four spots. At left tackle, senior Joe 
Sims was a starter most of last year until he was beaten out late in the season by 
Ray Valladao. He’s back at his old spot and will be backed up by senior Paul 
Brungardt, a two-year letterman who was a part-time starter in 1988. Diminutive 
middle guard Mike Murray is gone, but junior Pat Engelbert should be a more than 
adequate replacement. Defensive coordinator and line coach Charlie McBride said 
in the spring, ‘Right now, he (Engelbert) is probably the most consistent player 
in the defensive line. Pat could develop into one of the top nose guards we've had 
around here.” At right tackle, 6-4, 240-pound senior Kenny Walker won't provide 
the bulk of the 6-5, 280-pound Wells, but he has overcome his deafness to become 
an outside defensive lineman, particularly as a pass rusher. Said Osborne in the 
spring, ‘Nobody has really blocked Kenny. He's good, he’s strong, and he's quick. 
And we can’t seem to slow him down.” 

All But Mills Return in Linebacking Corps 

The lone returnee from last year’s starting front five is senior right outside 
linebacker Mike Croel, a second-team All-Big Eight selection who probably would 
have been first-team in a year in which the conference wasn't as loaded in outside 
linebacker/defensive end talent (teammate Mills, Colorado's Alfred Walker and 
Kanavis McGhee). Mills’ combination of talent and leadership at left outside line- 
backer is probably the biggest loss for the NU defense, but two talented sophomore 
lettermen, Travis Hill and David White, return to fill the gap. 

Inside linebackers coach Kevin Steele calls his starting duo of senior Pat Tyrance 
and junior Mike Petko the best he has ever coached, and it’s hard to argue that 
claim. Academic All-Big Eight and second-team academic All-American last year 
for his 3.66 grade-point average in pre-medicine, Tyrance led the 1989 Huskers 
in tackles with 74 and was named All-Big Eight by the league coaches. Petko had 
36 tackles despite missing the final two games with a non-surgical knee injury.

Secondary Returns Intact 

The secondary is the most highly-decorated unit on the squad, boasting two 
returning senior All-Big Eight selections in strong safety Reggie Cooper (a second- 
team All-American) and left cornerback Bruce Pickens, plus the league coaches’ 
1989 defensive freshman-of-the-year in free safety Tyrone Byrd. Tahaun Lewis and 
Tyrone Legette both return after sharing the starting job at right cornerback last 
year. The Huskers also have good depth at the other three secondary positions, 
with senior Jon Crippen at left corner, junior Curtis Cotton at strong safety and 
redshirt sophomore Steve Carmer at free safety. 

Starting Kickers Return 

Senior place-kicker Gregg Barrios enjoyed a record-setting year in 1989, as he 
hit a school-record 57-of-57 PAT’s and extended his school-record string of con- 
secutive conversions to 82 over three seasons—despite no longer having the benefit 
of a kicking tee. Barrios was also 6-of-7 on field goals, with a long kick of 38 yards. 
Sophomore punter Mike Stigge is also back after averaging 39.7 yards on 35 kicks 
as a redshirt freshman last fall. 

“We Have the Makings of a Good Team...” 

In short, Nebraska starts its second century of intercollegiate football boasting 
a veteran defense (but one which does have some question marks) and an offense 
that lacks starting experience (but does have promise). As Osborne said after the 
April 28 Spring Game, ‘We have the makings of a good team. We’re not there yet, 
but with the fall practices we could have the kind of team people are used to 
around here.”

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NOTING THE 1990 CORNHUSKERS 


HUSKERS START SECOND CENTURY: With the upcoming 1990 season, the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska starts its second century of intercollegiate football, and the 
Huskers hope their second hundred years are at least as successful as the first. 
From 1890 through 1989, Nebraska posted one of the most enviable records in 
college football, winning 635, losing 281 and tying 39 for a .686 winning per- 
centage. The victory total ranks sixth among NCAA Division I-A schools, while 
the winning percentage ranks ninth. In addition, the final decade of the first 
century, was the Huskers’ most successful ever. In the 1980s, Nebraska owned the 
best record in major-college football at 103-20-0 (.873), and tied the NCAA record 
for victories set by Alabama in the 1970s. The Huskers also had the best Big Eight 
Conference record in the ‘80s at 63-7-0, just ahead of Oklahoma at 60-9-1, Nebraska 
compiled that conference mark by going 5-5 vs. the Sooners, 8-2 vs. Colorado, and 
50-0 against the rest of the league. 


50TH ANNIVERSARY OF NEBRASKA'S ROSE BOWL TEAM: The 1990 season 
not only marks the start of Nebraska's second century of football, it also marks the 
50th anniversary of the Huskers’ Rose Bowl appearance. Coach Biff Jones’ 1940 
Cornhuskers started Nebraska's bowl tradition with their Jan. 1, 1941, Pasadena 
appearance against Stanford, and the Indians’ 21-13 win is remembered as one of 
the most-exciting Rose Bowl games ever played. NU opened its season with a 13- 
7 loss at eventual national champion Minnesota, then reeled off eight-straight wins 
to earn the first of the school’s 28 bowl bids, The 1940 Cornhuskers will have a 
Golden Anniversary reunion in Lincoln this fall, ironically on the weekend the 
Huskers host Minnesota, Sept. 22. Former University of Nebraska Regent Ed 
Schwartzkopf of Lincoln, an All-Big Six guard on the Rose Bowl team, is chairman 
of the reunion, 


OSBORNE AGAIN TOPS “WINNINGEST"” LIST; Veteran Husker Coach Tom Os- 
borne heads into his 18th campaign at the NU helm once again ranked as the 
winningest active coach in major-college football—the same honor held for years 
by his Hall-of-Fame predecessor, Bob Devaney. Osborne's nation-leading mark is 
168-38-2 for an .813 career winning percentage, which puts him well ahead of No. 
2 Joe Paterno of Penn State, whose 24-year mark is 220-57-3 for .791. Osborne's 
168 career wins rank fourth in Division I-A behind Paterno, Florida State’s Bobby 
Bowden (195) and Iowa’s Hayden Fry (171). 


NEBRASKA LEADS NATION IN NUMBER OF ACADEMIC ALL-AMERICANS: 
Quarterback Gerry Gdowski and center Jake Young earned first-team GTE Aca- 
demic All-America honors as voted by the College Sports Information Directors 
of America (CoSIDA) in 1989. Their selections raised Nebraska's nation-leading 
total to 36 academic All-Americans selected by CoSIDA, three ahead of runner- 
up Notre Dame. Thirty of NU's academic All-Americans have come during the 17- 
year tenure of Coach Tom Osborne, (Note: The 36 selections indicated here differ 
from the number of academic All-Americans listed in the Nebraska Media Guide, 
which also lists first-team selections from publications which formerly selected 
academic All-America teams). Gdowski and Young were among seven Huskers 
named academic All-Big Eight in 1989, giving Nebraska 121 in the Osborne era.

STREAKING: Going into the 1990 season, the Huskers have the following streaks 
running: 1.) an NCAA-record string of 28-consecutive winning seasons; 2.) an 
NCAA-record string of 21-consecutive seasons with at least nine wins; 3.) an 
NCAA-record string of 168-consecutive home sellouts since Nov. 3, 1962; 4.) a Big 
Eight-record string of scoring in 197 consecutive games since a 27-0 loss to Okla- 
homa on Nov, 23, 1973; 5.) a nation-leading string of 21-consecutive bowl ap- 
pearances; 6.) a string of 57-straight games in which they've been ranked in the 
Associated Press top 10; and 7.) a string of 106-consecutive games in which they've 
been ranked in the AP top 20. The last time Nebraska wasn’t ranked by AP was 
Oct, 6, 1981, but the Huskers fought their way back to a final No. 4 ranking that 
year, and could have won the national title but for a 22-15 Orange Bow! loss to 
top-ranked Clemson. On the other hand, Nebraska did have one string end last 
year, as for the first time in 20 seasons the Huskers weren't in a wire-service final 
top 10, They fell from sixth to 11th in the final AP poll (12th UPI) after the 41-17 
loss to Florida State in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl. 


BARRIOS ONLY RETURNEE ON ALL-TIME STAT CHARTS: With only two start- 
ers back on offense (the fewest since 1985) and both of them linemen, senior place- 
kicker Gregg Barrios is the only 1990 Husker who'll be listed among NU's career 
leaders in this year's media guide (due out in August). Barrios heads into his final 
season tied for 21st with Irving Fryar on the scoring chart with 118 points. The 
Omaha Creighton Prep graduate has not missed a PAT kick in 82 career attempts 
and has been successful on 12 of 16 career field-goal tries, and stands eighth among 
career kick-scorers. Junior I-back Leodis Flowers heads into the season with 695 
career rushing yards, and needs just 46 yards to crack the top 50, while junior 
wingback Nate Turner has 18 career pass receptions, and needs five catches to 
join that top-50 list. In contrast, Nebraska loses several of its top offensive pro- 
ducers, Gone are the Nos. 2, 27, and 32 rushers in Ken Clark (3,037 yards), Gerry 
Gdowski (1,211) and Bryan Carpenter (1,064); the No, 13 passer in Gdowski (1,398 
yards); the Nos. 19 and 33 receivers in Morgan Gregory (45 catches) and Richard 
Bell (33); and the Nos. 11, 17 and 28 scorers in Clark (156 points), Chris Drennan 
(130) and Gdowski (102). 


REECE LIKELY OUT, BUT LANCE LEWIS COULD RETURN: Sophomore safety 
John Reece, who lettered as a reserve as a true freshman in 1989, was Nebraska's 
only major casualty during spring practice, and is probably out for the 1990 season. 
Reece tore a knee ligament in the Huskers’ first full spring scrimmage on April 7, 
and later had reconstructive surgery. Since he has not redshirted, however, he 
would still have three years of eligibility remaining. Meanwhile, the Huskers and 
their medical staff await the possible return of fullback Lance Lewis, who missed 
all of last season and spring practice in 1990 with a neck injury. Lewis rushed for 
132 yards and a touchdown as a true freshman in 1988, when he was Nebraska's 
alternate fullback behind Bryan Carpenter. He also has three years eligibility re- 
maining. 


ALL GAMES AGAIN ON TURF: For the second-straight year, all of Nebraska's 
regular-season games will be played on artificial turf. The Huskers’ most-recent 
regular-season grass-field game was Sept. 10, 1988, against UCLA in the Rose Bowl. 
Nebraska lost that game, 41-28, and has dropped four in a row on the real stuff 
since a 35-28 win at Arizona State, Sept. 26, 1987.

(Since Mom was an academic All-American in her own right, and was the 
1989 NCAA outdoor triple jump champion, college recruiters may already be 
keeping an eye on Pat III). On top of all that, Pat Jr. still finds time for his weight- 
room regimen and in last spring’s testing had the team’s best effort in the bench 
press at 446 pounds, and fourth-best score on the strength index at 1,705 points. 
Tyrance did not play in this year’s spring game in order the take the medical school 
entrance exam, 1989: Nebraska's leading tackler, Tyrance was also one of three 
Huskers (with quarterback Gerry Gdowski and center Jake Young) to be named 
All-Big Eight both on the field and in the classroom. He piled up 74 total tackles, 
15 more than runner-up strong safety Reggie Cooper, with five tackles for losses 
of 17 yards and seven hurries. He had his career high of 10 tackles in each of the 
first two games of the season, vs. Northern Illinois and Utah, and later led the

After an outstanding junior season, right outside linebacker Mike Croel could 
be in line for high post-season honors in 1990. The only returning starter on 
Nebraska’s front five, with the loss of outside 'backer Jeff Mills and all three down 
linemen, he'll be one of the leaders on what could be a very good defensive unit. 
The Huskers’ fastest linebacker, Croel (pronounced kroll) has run a 4.62-second 
40 and last spring had a 1.70-second timing in the 10-yard dash. In spring testing, 
he also had the top strength index among OLB’s at 1,431 points, including a 520- 
pound squat. 1989: Mike started every game at right outside linebacker, moving 
into Mills’ old spot when Mills went to the left side to replace departed All- 
American Broderick Thomas. Croel responded with an outstanding season, fin- 
ishing fourth on the team in tackles (49, 30 unassisted), second in tackles for loss

up four passes and had six hurries. A second-team All-Big Eight selection by 
Associated Press, United Press International and the conference coaches, he might 
well have been a first-teamer in a year in which the league wasn’t as deep in 
talented OLB’s like Mills and Colorado's Alfred Williams and Kanavis McGhee. 
Croel was named the Big Eight defensive player-of-the-week following the Utah

Pulled out of a planned redshirt year four games into last season, Bostick made 
Coach Tom Osborne's difficult decision pay off as he proved himself to be one of 
the most-promising young receivers in the Husker program in years. After lettering 
as a sophomore alternate behind senior Morgan Gregory in 1989, Bostick is slated 
to be the starting split end this fall. 1989: In his first varsity game, vs. Oregon 
State, Sept. 30, Bostick beat the OSU defense deep in the fourth quarter for a 60- 
yard TD from Gerry Gdowski on his first career reception, giving Nebraska a 28- 
7 lead and finally putting the game out of reach of the stubborn Beavers. The next 
week, he caught three passes for 77 yards and two TD's vs. Kansas State, then 
caught five passes for 99 yards and two TD's (all career highs) at Oklahoma State, 
Oct. 21. Despite playing in just eight games, Bostick, whom Coach Tom Osborne 
describes as a “‘true receiver,” led the Huskers and was second in the Big Eight in 
TD catches with six. He was second on the team in receiving yards with 289, and 
third at NU in receptions with 12 for a 24.08 per-catch average, a fraction of a 
yard short of the school record of 24.15 yards per reception set by Frosty Anderson 
in 1972.

The Omaha Central product heads into the season with 695 career 
yards, and needs just 46 to crack Nebraska's top-50 career list. 1989: Flowers played 
in all 11 games and finished as the Huskers’ No. 3 rusher with 493 yards and seven 
touchdowns on 66 carries. The 12th-leading rusher in the Big Eight at 44.8 yards 
per game, he also averaged 7.5 yards per carry, the second-highest figure among 
the conference's top 15 rushers, trailing only Husker quarterback Gerry Gdowski’s 
school-record 7.9 yards-per-pop.

Joseph completed four of nine passes for 81 yards and a touchdown in 
the Spring Game, however, and will still be very much in the hunt when practice 
resumes. He's the fastest player on the 1990 Nebraska team and ranks as the fastest 
quarterback in Nebraska history with a 4.42-second 40 recorded last spring.

The Huskers’ strongest I-back, he had the best efforts for the position in spring 
testing in the bench press (334 pounds), the squat (375) and the strength index 
(1,643, one of the best totals on the team. 1989: After a grueling rehabilitation 
program following reconstructive knee surgery in 1988, Rodgers missed the first 
three games of the season while finishing the rehabilitation, then saw action in 
six regular-season games the rest of the way, plus the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl game 
vs. Florida State. He carried the ball 34 times for 129 yards in the regular season, 
then four times for 3 yards in the bowl. 1988: Rodgers was off to a fast start and 
had nailed down the alternate spot behind Clark when the injury struck. He ran 
for 65 yards in the season opener against Texas A&M, then picked up a career- 
high 113 yards and one touchdown three games later vs. Arizona State, and fol- 
lowed that with a 50-yard, one-TD outing vs. Nevada-Las Vegas. But just two days 
after the Oct. 1 UNLV game, he tore a knee ligament in a freak, non-contact situation 
in practice, wiping out the rest of his sophomore season. Despite playing in only 
the first five games, he still finished as the Huskers’ fifth-leading rusher, picking 
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up 259 yards and three touchdowns on 43 carries, and was second to Dana Brinson 
in kickoff return yards with 123 on seven returns (a 17.6-yard average). Before the 
injury, he was one of the fastest players in Husker history, owning a 4.38 in the 
40. 1987: Redshirted after he missed the first several games because of a strained 
knee, 1986; Rodgers moved up to the varsity team shortly after reporting for practice 
and played in 10 of 11 regular-season games behind Keith Jones and Tyreese Knox. 
He ran for 135 yards and one TD on 27 carries, and averaged 10 yards on five punt 
returns and 12.8 yards on six kickoff returns. At Sweetwater High School: A prep 
All-American for Coach Gene Olin at the San Diego-area school, he was one of 
the most highly-recruited running backs in the country his senior year, and chose 
Nebraska over Southern California and several other suitors. Personal: Consumer 
science major, Terry is the son of Johnny Rodgers, who won the Heisman Trophy 
as a wingback at Nebraska in 1972, and set virtually all the school's pass-receiving, 
kick-return, all-purpose yardage and scoring records. NU retired the elder Rodgers’ 
jersey No. 20 at the end of his career, but the school brought it out of retirement 
for his son. Johnny, by the way, played at 5-foot-9 and 173 pounds, virtually the 
same size as his son. Terry’s mother is Shirley Ponds. He was born Dec. 27, 1967, 
at Omaha, Neb.

He ended up as the alternate behind left 
guard Jim Wanek last year, then switched to the right side in the spring and is the 
probable starter at that position. 1989: A scholarship recruit, Shields moved up 
to the varsity squad early in fall camp and played in nine of NU’s 11 games to 
earn his letter. He and defensvie back John Reece were the only true freshmen to 
letter on the 1989 Husker team. At Lawton High School: A three-year starter at 
both offensive guard and defensive tackle for Coach Derald Ahlschlager, Shields 
helped lead Lawton to the state title in 1987, and was an all-state pick and the 
Daily Oklahoman’s selection as Oklahoma lineman-of-the-year as a senior in 1988.

He'll go into camp in August listed as 
the alternate behind sophomore Will Shields, but could still challenge for the top 
spot. 1989; A versatile performer on the offensive line, Wiegert was listed as the 
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alternate right guard behind Bobbora chart for most of the season, but started two 
games at right tackle (Utah and Oregon State) while All-American Doug Glaser 
was sidelined by a broken big toe. Wiegert probably would have started all three 
games which Glaser missed, but sat out the Minnesota game himself because of 
back spasms. He played in 10 games, plus the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl vs. Florida 
State, and helped the Huskers lead the nation in rushing for the sixth time in the 
1980s at 375.3 yards per game, while also leading the Big Eight in scoring offense 
at 44.7 points per game (second nationally) and total offense at 513.3 yards per 
game (third in the NCAA). 1988: Redshirted. 1987: A scholarship recruit, Wiegert 
started at offensive left tackle for Coach Shane Thorell’s freshman team. At Fremont 
Bergan High School; Erik was an all-class all-state defensive end as a senior in 
1986 when he led Coach Joe Vojtech's team to a 10-2 record and a spot in the 
semifinals of the Class C-1 state playoffs.

DEREK BROWN, BB, 5-10, 180, LA HABRA, CALIF.: Brown originally signed a national letter- 
of-intent with Nebraska in February 1989, but was a non-qualifier under the NCAA's Propo- 
sition 48, and was not eligible to play last fall. He nevertheless came to Nebraska on his own 
and attended the University as a part-time student. He recently met Proposition 48's ACT 
requirement, and will have four years of eligibililty remaining, starting in 1990. A first-team 
All-America selection by Parade Magazine and USA Today at Servite High School in Anaheim, 
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Calif., the same high school which produced starting Husker linebacker Mike Petko, Brown 
ran for 20 touchdowns and set an Orange County record with 2,400 rushing yards as a senior 
in 1988. The third-leading career rusher in Orange County history, he ran for over 4,800 yards 
in his three-year career for Coach Jerry Person, and Jed Servite to a 10-3 record and the CIF 
semifinals as a senior. An all-state and all-county selection, he also received the Glenn Davis 
Award as the best football player in the southern section of California (Los Angeles to San 
Diego). 

SEDRIC COLLINS, CB, 6-0, 180, SLIDELL, LA.: A four-year starter in the defensive backfield 
for Coach Wayne Grubb at Slidell High School, Collins started as a freshman alongside Reggie 
Cooper, Nebraska's second-team All-America strong safety. Collins recorded 53 total tackles 
as a senior in 1989, including 38 unassisted stops, had three pass interceptions and two fumble 
recoveries, returned a punt 83 yards for a touchdown and averaged 38 yards on kickoff returns. 
Helped Slidell to a 9-3 record and the second round of the playoffs last fall in Class AAAA, 
Louisiana's second largest class. He also won the Class AAAA 110-meter high hurdle title in 
14.41 seconds last spring after a runner-up finish as a junior with a time of 14.04, 

TERRY CONNEALY, LB, 6-5, 235, HYANNIS, NEB.: An all-class, all-state selection, Connealy 
played tight end, linebacker and running back in eight-man football for Coach Chris Kraus at 
Hyannis High School, which he led to a 7-2 record last fall. An all-around athlete for the 
Western Nebraska school, Connealy averaged 20 points per game in basketball and qualifed 
for the state track meet in the shot put as a junior. Earned 12 varsity letters in all during his 
prep career. A fine student, he has yet to receive a grade other than an A. His father, Marty, 
was a Husker football recruit in the 1950s, but his career was cut short by a heart murmur, 
while brothers Jerry and Jack played briefly in the 1970s but did not letter. 

COREY DIXON, WB, 5-10, 175, DALLAS, TEXAS: A turf toe and a sprained ankle limited the 
speedster to only six games in his senior season for Coach Ronnie Marrs at Hillcrest High 
School, but he still rushed for 700 yards from his running back spot and was named to the 
“Top 100 Recruits” lists by both the Dallas Morning News and the Houston Post. Totaled 125 
yards in offense in the first quarter against North Dallas last season. One of the top sprinters 
in the state of Texas, he won the Class 4A state 100-meter title as a sophomore in 1988, then 
finished second in both the 100 and 200 and ran a leg on Hillcrest's runner-up 4X100 relay 
to give the school all of its points in winning the state team title in 1989. He has best times 
of 10.1 in the 100 and 20.7 in the 200, Dixon, a straight-A student who plans to major in 
music, won the blue ribbon for his vocal solo at the University Interscholastic League music 
contest, 

JOEL GESKY, OL-DL, 6-4, 270, MIDLOTHIAN, ILL.: An all-state and all-metro Chicago of- 
fensive guard for Coach Tony Pietrzak at Chicago's Marist High School, Gesky was also named 
the most valuable player in the Catholic League. He's the third Catholic League MVP to sign 
with the Huskers in the last four years, joining wingback Nate Turner of Mount Carmel (1986) 
and linebacker Darren Williams (1988). Also lettered as a member of the Marist High wrestling 
team that won a state title posting a 25-0 record. A prep All-American and honor roll student, 
Gesky, who was 6-foot, 292 pounds as a freshman, doesn't turn 18 until August. 

TODD GRAGNANO, QB, 6-1, 185, FOUNTAIN VALLEY, CALIF.; The only California quar- 
terback named to the “Best in the West" list by the Long Beach Press-Telegram, Gragnano was 
the All-Southern CIF signal-caller last fall, A three-year starter for Coach John Barnes at Los 
Alamitos High School, he was a two-time Empire Conference player of the year, and finished 
his career with 6,149 passing yards, the third-highest total in Orange County history, 50 
touchdowns and 20 interceptions. As a senior, he completed 137 of 241 passes, with just six 
interceptions, for 2,443 yards and 20 touchdowns, and ran for another 340 yards in leading 
Los Alamitos to its third-straight league title. Selected to play in both the Orange County All- 
Star and Shrine Bow! games this summer. Gragnano, pronounced “greg-NAH-no,”’ was also 
an all-conference pitcher and first baseman and a two-year starter at guard in basketball. 
BRIAN HAVENS, LB, 6-3, 240, LOS ALAMITOS, CALIF.: An All-CIF linebacker for Coach 
John Barnes at Los Alamitos High School, Havens was also named defensive player of the 
year in his conference after recording 87 tackles, causing five fumbles and intercepting a pass 
as a senior. Set a school record with 17 tackles in one game. Teammate of fellow NU recruit 
Todd Gragnano at Los Alamitos, which posted a 20-game win streak under their leadership. 
Played only two years of high school football after missing his freshman and sophomore years 
with a back injury. An all-conference catcher in baseball, he hit .470 as a junior. Also played 
two years of basketball at Los Alamitos. A B-plus student, his high school majors are marketing 
and journalism. 
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VINCENT HAWKINS, FB, 6-2, 215, NEW ORLEANS, LA.: A two-time all-league running back 
for Coach John Buck at Spokane Falls (Wash.) Community College, Hawkins rushed for 1,025 
yards and nine touchdowns in nine games last fall, while catching 17 passes for 236 yards 
and three scores, two of which were last-minute, game-winning TD’s. A third-team junior 
college All-American, Hawkins also had 313 yards on 16 kickoff returns in 1989. Originally 
a walk-on candidate at Washington State in 1988, he was a non-qualifier under NCAA Prop- 
osition 48 guidelines, enrolled at Spokane Falls instead, and went on to rush for 1,232 yards 
and 10 TD's for the Sasquatch that fall. Hawkins, who will be a sophomore at NU in 1990, 
played high school football at New Orleans St. Augustine, which lists two current Huskers, 
wingback Tyrone Hughes and outside linebacker David White, among its alumni, and one 
former Husker, Burton Burns, on its coaching staff. 


BILL HUMPHREY, DL-OL, 6-2, 230, LIBERTYVILLE, ILL.; An all-area and All-North Suburban 
(Chicago) Conference selection, Humphrey led Coach John Barnes’ Libertyville High School 
team to the second round of the Illinois state playoffs. As a defensive tackle, he had 54 
unassisted tackles, 13 of which were behind the line, including four quarterback sacks. Lettered 
in football four years and played five different positions during his prep career. Also lettered 
in baseball. 


CALVIN JONES, RB, 6-0, 198, OMAHA, NEB.; A consensus prep All-American for Coach 
William Reed at Omaha Central High School, Jones established Class A rushing records for 
one game (367 yards), a season (2,196) and career (3,965). For the Eagles in 1989, Jones averaged 
8.4 yards per game and scored 22 touchdowns. He is the third Central running back to sign 
with Nebraska in the last decade, following Keith Jones (now of the Dallas Cowboys), and 
junior-to-be Leodis Flowers, the Huskers’ top returnee at the position. Last spring, Jones won 
the all-class gold medal in the 100-meter dash at the state track meet with a time of 10.68 and 
captured the Class A 200 title in 21.92. 


DONTA JONES, LB, 6-4, 215, LA PLATA, MD.: An all-state and all-metro Washington pick 
for Coach Larry Johnson at McDonough High School in Pomfret, Md., Jones was a two-way 
starter, catching seven passes as a tight end and recording 15 quarterback sacks, 107 first hits 
and 65 assisted tackles from his outside linebacker spot. He was namded to the “Big 33" team 
which will play in the Maryland-Pennsylvania All-Star Game in August. An all-around athlete, 
he started at center for the McDonough basketball team, averaging 10 points per game, and 
has personal bests in track of 1:58 in the 800-meter run and :49 in the 400-meter dash.

MATT JONES, QB, 6-1, 187, MICHIGAN CITY, IND.: Nebraska’s first scholarship recruit out 
of the state of Indiana since wide receiver-defensive back Ken Homola of Indianapolis Chatand 
in 1972, Jones completed 120 of 244 passes (with only nine intereceptions) for 1,510 yards 
and 10 touchdowns while rushing for 453 yards and 10 touchdawn for Coach Ron Lemon as 
a senior at Michigan City Rogers High School in 1989. A four-year starter earning all-area 
honors four times and three all-conference selections. Member of USA Today's Top 100 list. 
The ninth-leading passer in state history, he threw for 5,297 yards and 46 TD's, and finished 
ahead of such former greats as Blair Kiehl (Notre Dame), Mark Herrmann (Purdue) and Mike 
Phipps (Purdue). He also rushed for 760 yards and 22 scores in his career and was a two-time 
team MVP. An all-around athlete at Rogers, Jones averaged 13 points per game as the school’s 
point guard in basketball and started in center field in baseball. 


JOHNNY MITCHELL, TE-LB, 6-5, 250, CHICAGO, ILL.: Mitchell was an all-state tight end 
for Coach Al Scott at Simeon High School as a senior in 1988, when he caught 84 passes for 
923 yards in addition to intercepting two passes as a linebacker and returning two kickoffs 
for touchdowns. He was the starting tight end for Simeon’s Public League championship team 
as a sophomore in 1986 (his first year of organized football), then started at tailback as a junior 
before moving back to tight end as a senior. Was also an Illinois big-school heavyweight 
wrestling finalist in 1989. Mitchell did not sign a letter-of-intent with any college last year, 
and subsequently did not qualify under the NCAA's Proposition 48 guidelines. He came to 
Lincoln on his own last fall, attended the University part-time, and still has four years of 
eligibility remaining. 
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JON PEDERSEN, OL-DL, 6-3, 238, GRAND ISLAND, NEB.: An all-state and all-conference 
center at Grand Island Senior High School, Pedersen started on defense for the Islanders and 
helped lead them to a 9-2 record and the state Class A semifinals in 1989. The Islanders 
earned a berth in the playoffs three consecutive years, finishing second in 1987 and fourth 
in 1988. Prepped for Coach Kenny Fischer, a former Husker and the brother of NU Beef and 
Wheel Club director Cletus Fischer. Pedersen and fellow NU recruit Cory Schlesinger of 
Columbus played for a Nebraska all-star team in Australia last June. The team, coached by 
Papillion’s Gene Suhr, played a team of Idaho all-stars in Sydney. 


CORY SCHLESINGER, FB, 6-2, 200, DUNCAN, NEB.: A two-time all-state linebacker for Coach 
Dick Luebbe at Columbus High School, Schlesinger also played fullback as a senior in 1989 
and rushed for 1,514 yards and 23 touchdowns while topping the 100-yard mark in nine 
games. He led the Discoverers in tackles the last two years, including 117 in 1989. Was his 
team MVP and all-state defensive captain. Schlesinger and fellow Husker recruit Jon Pedersen 
(Grand Island) traveled with a Nebraska high school all-star team to Australia last June to play 
a squad of Idaho all-stars at Sydney. Also named to the North Shrine Bowl all-star team. An 
outstanding wrestler, Schlesinger won consecutive Class A 189-pound state titles as a junior 
and senior and was named to compete in an all-star meet in Quebec, Canada. Lists his hobby 
as driving in demolition derbies. 


JAY SPEARMAN, TE, 6-4, 205, SUTTON, NEB.: An outstanding all-around athlete at Sutton 
High School, Spearman was named defensive player of the year in Class C-1 as a senior in 
1989, when he topped 100 tackles for the third-straight year from his linebacker position. On 
offense, he played tight end for three years, then switched to fullback as a senior and rushed 
for 1,117 yards for Coach Bob Hanger. Spearman led Sutton to state football and basketball 
titles as a junior in 1988-89, then led Hanger's team to the state grid finals again last fall. He 
averaged 23 points and 13 rebounds per game for Sutton in basketball last winter and finished 
as the No, 2 all-time scorer in Nebraska state tournament history with 210 points, behind 
former NU basketball star Bill Jackman. Missed a chance at the record when Sutton was upset 
in the C-1 semifinals. Brother, John, is a freshman walk-on at NU this fall. 


BRENDEN STAI, OL-DL, 6-4, 260, YORBA LINDA, CALIF; An All-Southern CIF offensive 
tackle selection for Coach Gary Meek at Anaheim Esperanza High School, Stai also played 
some defensive tackle and was voted his team's most valuable player. Selected to play in the 
California Shrine Bow! in July. The Empire League lineman of the year, Stai has bench pressed 
370 pounds, and possesses excellent quickness—which he needed in Esperanza's wing-T 
offense which required hime to pull around end much of the time. 


ED STEWART, DB, 6-1, 195, CHICAGO, ILL.: A three-year starter at Chicago's Mount Carmel 
High School, Stewart helped lead Coach Frank Lenti's team to back to back state titles in 
Illinois’ two largest classes (6A in 1988, 5A in 1989) and a 27-1 overall record. A team captain, 
Stewart started his senior season at running back and rushed for 410 yards and seven touch- 
downs in the first six games before switching back to defense when injuries depleted Mount 
Carmel's secondary. In the last six game, he recorded 45 tackles, and, in the 32-0 win over 
Niles Notre Dame in the 5A title game, had and interception, a blocked punt and two fumble 
recoveries. A two-time All-Catholic League selection and 1989 all-area team member, Stewart 
earned team MVP honors by vote of his teammates. Stewart is Nebraska's second recruit out 
of Mount Carmel in four years, joining wingback Nate Turner (1987), who will be a junior at 
NU this fall. 


ZACH WIEGERT, OL-DL, 6-4, 255, FREMONT, NEB.: Despite missing the first six games of 
the 1989 season because of mononeucleosis, Wiegert still earned all-class, all-state honors as 
a senior when he compiled 67 total tackles, six for losses, in five games for Coach Joe Vojtech 
at Fremont Bergan High School. An all-conference basketball player, he also threw the shot 
put and discus for Bergan. At Nebraska, he'll join older brother Erik, a junior-to-be who started 
two games at offensive tackle for the Huskers last fall. 
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DUANE WILES, WR, 6-2, 180, HYATTSVILLE, MD.: An all-league pick for Coach Pat Murphy 
at Bladensburg High School, Wiles led Georges County (suburban Washington, D.C.) in re- 
ceiving in each of the last two years, catching 38 for 620 yards in 1988 and 42 for 701 yards 
and 10 touchdowns in 1989. The team MVP, he was also a first-team all-league outside 
linebacker. Wiles averaged 14 points per game as a forward in basketball and was a top sprinter 
on Bladensburg's track team. 


KENNY WILHITE, WB, 5-10, 170, ST. LOUIS, MO.: A transfer from Dodge City (Kan.) Com- 
munity College, Wilhite will be a junior at Nebraska. A two-year starter as an option quarterback 
for Coach Jerry Cullen at Dodge City, Wilhite is slated for wingback with the Huskers. He 
rushed for 800 yards and passed for 600 more last fall to earn junior college All-America 
honors. As a frosh he combined for 1,500 yards in total offense and finished his juco career 
with 28 touchdowns, Wilhite went to Dodge City from Oakville High School in suburban St. 
Louis, where he was an all-state and second-team All-America selection. 


ROB ZATECHKA, OL-DL, 6-6, 275, LINCOLN, NEB.: A three-year starter at offensive tackle 
and a spot player on defense for Coach Lee Zentic at Lincoln East High School, Zatechka 
(pronounced ZAD-es-ka) was all-class, all-state as a senior, and received the Touchdown Club 
of Atlanta's Nebraska lineman of the year award. Also an academic all-stater, he was a straight- 
A student and ranked No. 1 in his class.

1989: Cooper led the Big Eight 
Conference in interceptions in 1989 with four in 10 games, His 59 total tackles in 
10 games were second on the Nebraska team only to inside linebacker Pat Tyrance's 
74, and he led the team in unassisted tackles with 38. The performance earned 
Cooper All-Big Eight honors from Associated Press, United Press International and 
the conference coaches, and second-team All-America honors from AP and the 
Football News. He had a team- and career-high 11 tackles (eight unassisted) against 
pass-happy Utah, then finished the season with 10 tackles against Oklahoma. He 
also shared the team lead with nine stops vs. lowa State and led the Huskers with 
eight tackles at Missouri, where he recovered a blocked punt in the end zone for 
his first career touchdown. His performance at Mizzou earned him Big Eight de- 
fensive-player-of-the-week honors. 1988: Cooper, who has a 4.78-second best in 
the 40, established himself as one of the Big Eight's top players as he earned 
second-team all-conference honors from both the Associated Press and the league’s 
coaches, He led the Nebraska secondary in tackles and ranked third overall on the 
team with 58 total stops, the most for a Husker defensive back since Jeff Krejci 
had 63 in 1981.

He also had 
big games in the Nebraska's two biggest games, recording seven stops at Colorado 
and eight in the finale vs. Oklahoma. He was Nebraska's defensive player-of-the- 
week for the NIU and K-State games. That performance earned him All-Big Eight 
honors from the conference coaches (he was honorable-mention on AP and UPI), 
but his biggest successes at Nebraska have come in the classroom, where he carries 
a 3.66 grade-point average in pre-medicine, earning him GTE/CoSIDA Second- 
team Academic All-America and First-team All-District VI, and Lee Jeans Aca- 
demic All-Big Eight honors in 1989. 1988: Tyrance played in all 12 regular-season 
games, plus the Orange Bowl game and finished the year with 36 total tackles in 
the regular-season. He started the first five games before giving way to Chris Cal- 
iendo, but continued to see considerable playing time. His top two season tackle 
games came in early starts, five vs. Utah State in the second game, followed a 
week later by eight in the loss at UCLA.

THE NATION’S WINNINGEST 
ACTIVE COACH 


Having won more games (168) and coached more games (208) than any other 
coach in Big Eight Conference history, Tom Osborne will go into the 1990 season 
as the winning active coach in NCAA Division I-A for the second-straight year. In 
18 years and 208 games at the Husker helm, Osborne has posted a 168-38-2 record 
for a winning percentage of .813. 

His 1989 team finished 10-2-0, with the only losses at then-second-ranked 
Colorado, and in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl to a Florida State team that may have 
been the best in the country. It was the 10th Osborne team to win at least 10 games, 
and like each of his first 16 squads, received a post-season bowl bid. The 1989 
Huskers also led the nation in rushing at 375.3 yards per game, the sixth time in 
in the 1980s that Nebraska had won the national rushing crown. 

The performance of the 1989 Huskers extended Nebraska’s NCAA record for 
consecutive winning seasons to 28, its string of consecutive bow! appearances to 
an NCAA-leading 21, and its NCAA record for consecutive nine-win-or-more sea- 
sons to 21, 

Osborne came off a 1988 season in which his team went 11-2-0, and won the 
Big Eight title, the seventh time in his tenure that the Huskers at least shared the 
crown, having done so previously in 1975, 1977, 1981, 1983 and 1984. With that, 
Osborne was named Big Eight Coach-of-the-Year by both wire services and by his 
conference peers. It was the fourth time he had received the honor, after winning 
it in 1975, 1976 and 1980. The American Football Coaches Association and Kodak 
also named him District VI Coach-of-the-Year for the sixth time. He had earlier 
received that honor in 1978, 1979, 1980, 1983 and 1987. 

In his 17 seasons, Osborne is 39-29-0 against teams ranked in the AP top 20, 
easily the best record for a Nebraska coach, and he’s the only Husker coach to 
ever beat a No. 1-ranked team—the 17-14 win over Oklahoma in 1978. (His Hall 
of Fame predecessor, Bob Devaney, was 12-12-2 against ranked teams during his 
Nebraska career, while all previous NU coaches were a combined 7-35-0). 
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Adding even more luster to Osborne's coaching career is the fact that the 
Cornhuskers have made history by producing three consecutive Outland Trophy 
winners (Dave Rimington in 1981 and 1982 and Dean Steinkuhler in 1983) and 
two consecutive Lombardi winners (Rimington in 1982 and Steinkuhler in 1983), 
while also winning the 1983 Heisman Trophy (Mike Rozier). 

During Tom's career, the Huskers have produced 36 All-America players, in- 
cluding offensive linemen Doug Glaser and Jake Young in 1989, and 30 academic 
All-Americans, including Young and quarterback Gerry Gdowski last year, as well 
as 10 NCAA post-graduate scholarship winners and seven National Football Foun- 
dation and Hall of Fame Scholar-Athlete recipients, including Gdowski in 1989. 
In 1988, Mark Blazek was named the CBS/Toyota Leader-of-the-Year, and, in 1989, 
Young was named one of “Today's Top Six" by the NCAA, the organization's 
highest individual award for a student-athlete. 

In 1978, Osborne was named Bobby Dodds National Coach-of-the-Year by the 
Atlanta Quarterback Club and Delta Air Lines for his efforts toward the advance- 
ment of the higher and more notable aspects of college coaching. In 1983, the 
Football News named him its national coach-of-the-year. 

He was the first recipient of the Distinguished Nebraskalander Award from the 
Nebraskaland Foundation in 1982, and in 1983 he was named national coach-of- 
the-year by the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. He's also an author, having pub- 
lished a book entitled More Than Winning in 1985. 

An outstanding high school athlete at Hastings High School in the mid-1950s, 
Osborne was named Nebraska prep athlete-of-the-year, then passed up major-col- 
lege scholarship offers to attend hometown Hastings College, where both his father 
and grandfather had matriculated. He became a star quarterback and basketball 
player for Coach Tom McLaughlin, and in 1959 was named state college athlete- 
of-the-year, becoming the first athlete in Nebraska history to win both the high 
school and college honors. 

After receiving his bachelor’s degree from Hastings in 1959, Osborne played 
three seasons in the National Football League, two with the Washington Redskins 
and one with the San Francisco 49ers, where his roomate was Jack Kemp, the 
former Congressman and presidential candidate who is now Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

In 1962, he contacted newly-hired Nebraska Coach Bob Devaney, and obtained 
a position as a graduate assistant on the Husker staff. He continued in that capacity 
until he received a master's degree in 1963, then maintained a triple role of student, 
teacher and part-time coach at the University. He earned a doctorate in educational 
psychology in 1965, then elected to pursue coaching as a career in 1967, becoming 
the Huskers’ full-time receivers coach—a decision NU fans have applauded since. 

Over the next five years, Osborne was in charge of the Husker passing game, 
and, in his last four seasons as an assistant coach, developed a wingback named 
Johnny Rodgers, who would become Nebraska's first Heisman Trophy winner in 
1972, 

When Devaney announced after the 1972 Orange Bowl that he would retire 
from coaching at the end of the 1972 season, he elevated Osborne to assistant head 
coach and director of recruiting for his final campaign, and hand-picked the then- 
34-year-old as his successor. 

Osborne, who was born Feb. 23, 1937, is married to the former Nancy Tederman. 
They are the parents of a son, Mike, and two daughters, Ann and Susie. Mike 
followed in his father’s footsteps by playing quarterback at Hastings College, and 
graduated in May 1987.

Dr. Martin A. Massengale 


Dr. Martin A. Massengale became the 16th chan- 
cellor of the University of Nebraska—Lincoln (UNL) 
in 1981, after more than five years as UNL's Vice 
Chancellor for Agriculture and Natural Resources. 
He was appointed Interim President of the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska System by the University Board of 
Regents in August, 1989. 

Born in Kentucky on Oct. 25, 1933, he earned his B.S. degree from Western 
Kentucky University and his M.S. and Ph.D. degrees from the University of Wis- 
consin. An internationally acclaimed agronomist, Dr. Massengale came to Ne- 
braska, from the University of Arizona, where he served as an assistant professor 
from 1958 to 1962, associate professor from 1962 to 1965, professor from 1965 to 
1976, department head of agronomy from 1966 to 1974, and associate dean of the 
College of Agriculture and associate director of the Agricultural Experiment Staion 
from 1974 to 1976. 

Chancellor Massengale has had extensive teaching, administrative and research 
experience and has served as an agricultural consultant in the U.S, Brazil, Mexico, 
Saudi Arabia, the Soviet Union, Morocco and Indonesia. 

The Chancellor serves as Chairman of the Higher Education and Technology 
Committee of the National Association of State Universities and Land-Grant Col- 
leges and is a past president of the Crop Science Society of America and the Western 
Society of Crop Sciences. 

He also serves on the board of directors of the Lincoln Chamber of Commerce, 
the Nebraska Chamber of Commerce & Industry, and the Cornhusker Boys State 
Corporation. 

Massengale was named Midlands Man of the Year in 1982. He has been honored 
as a fellow of the American Society of Agronomy; as a fellow of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science; as an Outstanding Educator of Amer- 
ica; as a University of Arizona College of Agriculture Professor of the Year; and 
he has received several awards from the Future Farmers of America. He has re- 
ceived a Distinguished Alumnus Award from Western Kentucky University. 

Chancellor Massengale is a certified professional agronomist and a certified 
professional crop scientist. He is a member of the American Society of Plant 
Physiology, American Association for the Advancement of Science, National As- 
sociation of Colleges and Teachers in Agriculture, American Forage and Grassland 
Council, American Society of Agronomy and the Crop Science Society of America. 

Chancellor Massengale has maintained an active interest in intercollegiate ath- 
letics at all levels. He is a former Chairman of the Board of the College Football 
Association, and is currently chairman of the Presidents’ Commission of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Association. He recently accepted an appointment to 
The Knight Commission on Intercollegiate Athletics.

Dr. James O'Hanlon, Dean of Teachers College, 
became Nebraska's Institutional Representative to 
the Big Eight Conference and the National Colle- 
giate Athletic Association, Sept. 1, 1982. He is the 
immediate past chair of the Big Eight Conference. 


Dr. O'Hanlon has been a member of the University of Nebraska faculty since

1, 1983. 

In addition, he serves as chair of the Nebraska Education Consolidation and 
Improvement Act State Advisory Committee, is president-elect of the National 
Arbor Day Foundation, served as a member of the Education Task Forces appointed 
by Governors Bob Kerrey, is a member of the Nebraska Data Commission, serves 
on Governor Kay Orr's Education Council, and is a member of the UNL Business 
Services Advisory Committee. 

A native of Blair, Neb., O'Hanlon attended Grinnell College in Grinnell, lowa, 
and received a bachelor's degree in history from Nebraska in 1957. He earned his 
master’s degree in secondary education from Ohio State University in 1958, then 
served as a second lieutenant in the U.S. Army. 

From 1959 to 1962, he was a secondary school teacher in Parma, Ohio, and 
Fremont, Neb., then served as a part-time instructor at the University of Nebraska 
and Assistant Principal at University High School while pursuing an Ed.D. in 
secondary education and educational psychology, which he received from the 
University in 1964. He served as an Assistant Professor in the Department of 
Secondary Education at Ohio University from 1964 to 1966, and was named to 
the Honor Roll of Faculty at Ohio U. in 1965.

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BOB DEVANEY 


Athletic Director 
University of Nebraska 


Bob Devaney ranks as the outstanding athletic director in the nation as he 
continues to lead the Nebraska Athletic Department with the same vigor, enthu- 
siasm and administrative excellence that marked him as one of America’s greatest 
football coaches during his colorful gridiron career. 

Devaney is in his 29th year of providing drive, leadership and pride in the 
Cornhusker athletic program. He arrived in 1962, charged with the mission of 
building a successful football program, and he succeeded far beyond anyone's 
expectations. During an 11-year stint as Husker football coach, Devaney's teams 
won 101, lost only 20 and tied two for a winning percentage of .829. His career 
mark of 136-30-7 for .806 ranked him as the winningest coach in the nation at the 
time of his retirement in 1973. Devaney’s teams won eight Big Eight titles and two 
national championships during the 1962-72 span, with his teams going to nine 
bow! games. His teams twice won four consecutive Big Eight titles. 

Devaney's 1971 team, which posted a 13-0 record, and twice played for the 
national championship (beating Oklahoma, 35-31, in the “Game of the Century,” 
and Alabama, 38-6, in the Orange Bowl) has been hailed as the best college team 
of all time. Bob was inducted into the National Football Foundation's Hall of Fame 
in 1981, 

He currently spearheads a fund-raising drive to provide the University of Ne- 
braska with a new Faculty-Student Recreation Center, after completion of the Cook 
Pavilion, Nebraska's indoor workout area and student-faculty recreation area. 

Under Devaney's guidance, Memorial Stadium has been enlarged, artificial turf 
has been installed and replaced three times, a Stadium Office building was con- 
structed, and sports facilities such as Cook Pavilion indoor workout building, the 
Otto and Gladys Baumann Baseball Complex, Buck Beltzer Stadium, Ed Weir Track 
and the women’s softball stadium have come into being. 

It was Devaney's leadership, working in conjunction with the Nebraska Leg- 
islature, that resulted in the passage of a special cigarette tax to provide funds for 
a new athletic complex, the beautiful basketball arena-indoor track-swimming and 
other sports building which opened on the State Fair Grounds in 1976. University 
of Nebraska Regents recognized Devaney's contributions to that four-and-a-half- 
acre structure by naming it the Bob Devaney Sports Center in 1978. 

Devaney received many other honors during his coaching career, He was named 
coach-of-the-year by the Walter Camp Foundation, the Football Writers of America, 
Football News and the Washington TD Club in 1971, and he was tabbed to coach 
in numerous all-star games such as the Hula Bowl, Coaches All-America, Blue- 
Gray and Shrine East-West. He also coached the College All-Stars against the Dallas 
Cowboys in the 1972 Chicago game. 

A graduate of Alma (Michigan) College in 1939, Devaney served as a high 
school coach at Big Beaver, Keego Harbor, Saginaw and Alpena in Michigan before 
joining Biggie Munn and Duffy Daugherty at Michigan State. In 1957 he became 
head coach at Wyoming where his teams posted a 35-10-5 record. 

Devaney is married to the former Phyllis Wiley. They have a son, Mike, and a 
daughter, Pat, both graduates of the University of Nebraska. Bob and Phyllis also 
have two grandchildren.

Kloecker holds degrees from the University of Kentucky and Florida State Uni- 
versity, and has directed nationally recognized high school bands in Illinois and 
Kentucky, In addition to his duties with the marching band, he is conductor of 
the Concert Band and teaches courses in music education. 

Dr. Robert A, Fought is Director of Bands and Saxophone Instructor at UNL. 
Appointed to the music faculty in 1974, Dr. Fought directed the Cornhusker March- 
ing Band from 1975 to 1983, and was co-director with Mr, Kloecker in 1987. Dr. 
Fought was appointed Director of Bands in 1983, and under his direction, the 
University Wind Ensemble has earned regional and national recognition. 

Other senior staff members are Rose Johnson, Administrative Assistant to the 
Director of Bands; Al Rometo, Drum Line Consultant; John Gill, Technical Assistant 
to the Director of Bands; and Mike Veak, Announcer. The student staff members 
are Graduate Assistant Jim Hudson and Paul Gausman, Drum Line Instructor. Lance 
Nielsen of Stromsburg is the Head Drum Major, and Mark Mason of Lincoln and 
John Balcer of Bellevue are the Assistant Drum Majors. The twirlers for the Band 
are Debbie Dedrick of Cedar Falls, lowa, Stephanie Wilson of Kennett, Mo., and 
Dawn Windels of Omaha. 

The Cornhusker Marching Band made its first appearance in 1879, as an R.O.T.C. 
unit formed to accompany the cadets as they drilled. The band continued to 
perform as a military unit until after World War II. The “Marching Red” has been 
performing for Nebraska football fans from the very beginning. A 19-member band 
performed at the first official game in 1890. The association with Nebraska football 
has brought the band much publicity and the program has grown accordingly. The 
1990 edition of the Cornhusker Band has 285 members—152 brasses, 76 winds, 
23 percussion, and 34 flags. Although its membership is comprised mostly of 
native Nebraskans, the band includes students from nearly every region of the 
country. 

The band’s season begins on Aug. 16 with a 10-day camp that includes over 
30 rehearsals and a special free performance on Aug. 24. Regular daily rehearsals 
from 7:45 to 9 a.m. begin on Aug. 27, and are used to prepare seven different half- 
time shows for the home games, plus several parades and special performances 
throughout the Midwest, and two season-finale concerts to be held in Lincoln and 
Omaha during the first weekend in December.

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A BRIEF HISTORY OF 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NEBRASKA 


The University of Nebraska-Lincoln is one of the nation’s most dynamic uni- 
versities. 

Rich in pioneering history and spirit, the University of Nebraska-Lincoln (UNL) 
was chartered by the Nebraska Legislature in 1869. The University established the 
first graduate program west of the Mississippi River in the mid-1880s and was 
selected for membership in the prestigious Association of American Universities 
in 1909. 

Over the years, alumni such as Willa Cather, Mari Sandoz and Roscoe Pound 
have enriched the University's tradition of leadership and scholarly excellence. 
Other illustrious alumni include two Nobel prize winners—George Beadle and 
Donald Cram, anthropologist Loren Eiseley, scientist and inventor Harold Edger- 
ton, and entertainer Johnny Carson. 

Today, more than 25,000 students from all parts of the world attend classes on 
UNL’s City and East Campuses in Lincoln, Nebraska's All-American capital city. 

The University is the intellecutal center of the region. As Nebraska's compre- 
hensive, land-grant university, UNL serves a tripartite mission of teaching, research 
and service. 

Quality instruction is emphasized in UNL's eight undergraduate colleges and 
the professional graduate College of Law, The Colleges of Agriculture, Architecture, 
Arts and Sciences, Business Administration, Engineering and Technology, Home 
Economics, Journalism and Teachers College offer more than 100 degree programs 
leading to career opportunities in the arts, the sciences, the humanities, and the 
professions, The UNL faculty includes many prominent scholars.

teams.

Lied Center for Performing Arts—The Lied Center (below) is a brand new state- 
of-the art performing arts facility designed to be a regional showcase for major 
regional, national and international events. It has a 2,210-seat auditorium, and a 
smaller theatre for public performances and rehearsals. The 15,000-square-foot 
building also includes conference rooms, teaching spaces and other facilities. The 
perfect acoustics and design of the auditorium make it an instrument in itself. 

Museum—The University of Nebraska State Museum has an outstanding col- 
lection of fossil mammals and is world renowned for its Elephant Hall. There are 
galleries of health science, Nebraska wildlife, zoology, geology and anthropology. 
In addition to its exhibits on three floors of Morrill Hall at 14th and U, the museum 
has extensive research collections in Nebraska Hall. 

Art—The Sheldon Memorial Art Gallery has one of the finest collections on a 
university campus. Its sculpture garden is also one of the finest in the nation. 

Music—School of Music students and faculty perform regularly in Kimball 
Recital Hall, the Lied Center, and throughout the state. There is an active schedule 
of concerts by University choral and instrumental groups, musical theatre pro- 
ductions and a wide range of musical and dance events by visiting artists. 

Theatre—During the school year there are periodic performances by University 
companies in Howell Memorial and Studio Theatres in the Temple Building, and 
in the Lied Center. The Nebraska Repertory Theatre, a theatre that employs both 
students and professional actors, directors and other theatre professionals, per- 
forms throughout the summer months. 

Carillon Tower—Built in 1948, the gift of alumnus Ralph S. Mueller, the tower 
has become a symbol of the UNL campus. It houses a two and one half-octave 
electronic English bells carillon, played on ceremonial occasions from a keyboard. 

Historical Museum—The State Historical Society has its museum near the UNL 
campus. It features Nebraska lore dating from early Indian relics. 

Center for Continuing Education—Conference and hotel facilities at 33rd and 
Holdrege provide a site for hundreds of adult and youth meetings each year. 
Continuing education programs are planned by a professional staff. The Center 
was financed through a grant from the Kellogg Foundation and by public support. 

Planetarium—Public sky shows are presented regularly throughout the year. 
Special shows are also nrovided for University classes and visiting school groups.

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CORNHUSKER LEGEND 


Prior to 1900, Nebraska football teams were known by such names as the Old 
Gold Knights, Antelopes and the Bugeaters. 


But in 1900, Lincoln sportswriter Charles S. (Cy) Sherman, who was to gain 
national renown as the sports editor of the Lincoln Star— 
he also helped originate the Associated Press ranking 
poll—tired of referring to the Nebraska teams in such an 
unglamorous term as Bugeaters. 


Iowa had from time to time been called the Corn- 
huskers, and the name appealed to Cy. Iowa partisans 
seemed to prefer Hawkeyes, so Cy started referring to 
the Nebraska team as Cornhuskers, and the 1900 team 
was first to bear that label, 


Of course, the name caught on and became a Ne- 
braska by-word. 


There is no official symbol of a Cornhusker and var- 
ious cartoonists have caricatured the mystical something 
that typifies Nebraska football—some winning fan ap- 
proval and others arousing fan ire. 


The cartoon character, ‘‘Herbie Husker”’ (above), evolved out of Nebraska's trip 
to the Cotton Bowl in 1974. Artist Dirk West of Lubbock, Texas, designed a Corn- 
husker cartoon for the Cotton Bow! press headquarters that caught the eye of Husker 
SID Don Bryant. Later, Bryant contacted West for permission to use the cartoon 
and West expressed a desire to refine his original cartoon and improve some of 
the character's features. As a result, West was commissioned to draw an original 
Cornhusker cartoon character who now serves as a mascot for all Husker men's 
teams. ‘Herbie’ is the registered logo of the Cornhusker Athletic Department, 
which controls its use. 


Artist West's concept of Nebraska football is appropriate—a burly, rugged and 
confident fellow who is proud of both the athletic and the agricultural traditions 
of the University of Nebraska.

WHO’S NO. 1? HUSKERS 
WOULD VOTE FOR FSU 


TEMPE, Ariz. (Jan. 1, 1990)—The Sunkist Fiesta Bow! had always been a heart- 
break bow] for Nebraska. 

In 1975, Arizona State came from behind in the fourth quarter to nip the 
Huskers, 17-14, In 1986, a disastrous third quarter allowed Michigan to rally from 
a 14-3 halftime deficit and post a 27-23 win. In 1988, Florida State scored on 
fourth-and-goal at the NU 15 with 3:07 left for a 31-28 win. 

Back for a fourth time, and facing FSU for the second time in three years, the 
Huskers wouldn't win this one either, but this game went beyond heart-break and 
came closer to anguish, 

After spotting the Huskers early leads of 7-0 and 10-7, Florida State ran off 34 
unanswered points to build a 41-10 lead at the end of three quarters, then settled 
in for a 41-17 victory. It was the Seminoles’ 10th win in a row since losses to 
Southern Mississippi and Clemson in the first two games of the season, a win 
string which included a 24-10 win over eventual national champion Miami (Fla.) 
on Oct. 28, But the two losses were too much in the minds of the voters, and the 
Seminoles were denied the national title. 

“Either they were completely out of synch, or we were playing very good,” 
Seminoles Coach Bobby Bowden said. ‘1 tend to think we played very good. This 
was as good as we could play.” 

The Seminoles destroyed the Huskers with a lightning-quick defense and a 
passing attack the likes of which Nebraska had not previously seen in its first 100 
years of football. 

Senior quarterback Peter Tom Willis threw for 422 yards on the afternoon, the 
most passing yards ever against a Nebraska team, as he completed 25 of 40 passes, 
with no interceptions and five touchdowns (also an all-time high vs. NU). 

“They obviously had very fine receivers and a great passer,” said Nebraska 
Coach Tom Osborne, *'And a lot of big plays. A couple of times, the receivers were 
open. A couple of times they made great catches. A couple of times it was like a 
jump ball on the passes, and they got them,” 

If there was a turning point in the game, it came in the final three minutes of 
the first half. Leading, 14-10, Florida State had moved the ball to the Nebraska 35, 
but three-straight holding penalties moved the Seminoles back to a first-and-40 at 
their 35, Two plays later, Willis converted on third-and-23 at the NU 48, finding 
fullback Edgar Bennett with a 30-yard pass for a first down at the Husker 18, and 
three plays after that, he tossed a 10-yard scoring strike to tailback Dexter Carter 
and FSU led at halftime, 21-10,

PASADENA, Calif., Jan. 1, 1941—Nebraska was only the third Big Six team to 
play in a post-season bowl game, but the Cornhuskers made their first bowl trip 
a memorable one with an invitation to the granddaddy of them all—The Rose 
Bowl. Under the warm California sun in Pasadena, Coach Biff Jones’ Cornhuskers 
led Clark Shaughnessy’s Stanford Indians twice in the first half, but fell victim to 
the innovative T-formation 21-13. The Huskers took a 7-0 lead just six plays after 
the kickoff when fullback Vike Francis plunged over from the two. Stanford tied 
the count four plays later when Hugh Gallarneau bolted over from nine yards out. 
In the second quarter, the Huskers took the lead again on a 33-yard Herm Rohrig- 
to-Allen Zikmund pass, but the Indians came back on Frankie Albert's 41-yard TD 
pass to Gallarneau for a 14-13 halftime lead. A 39-yard TD punt return by Pete 
Kmetovic iced the game for the Indians in the third quarter. The 92,000 fans on 
hand still represent the largest crowd ever to see Nebraska play.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1955—If Nebraska’s first bowl bid was a memorable one, it's 
second was one to forget. The 1954 Cornhuskers finished second behind Oklahoma 
in the Big Seven race and went to Miami under the no-repeat rule. Making their 
first bowl appearance in 14 years, Bill Glassford’s Cornhuskers trailed Duke’s Blue 
Devils at the half, 14-0, but pulled within 14-7 early in the third quarter after a 
minus-two-yard Duke punt. Halfback Don Comstock scored from the three to cap 
a 35-yard drive. After that, it was all Duke. Coach Bill Murray’s Blue Devils rolled 
65 yards to score on their next possession and added two more tallies in the fourth 
quarter to ice the game, 34-7.

Playing in Yankee 
Stadium before only 6,166 fans in sub-freezing weather, the Huskers and Hurri- 
canes put on one of the greatest bow! shows ever, trading scores in every quarter. 
Willie Ross’ one-yard plunge and Bill “Thunder” Thorton’s subsequent two-point 
run gave the Huskers’ the lead for good, 36-27, with 12:10 left. Mira, who passed 
for 321 yards led a valiant comeback attempt, but was thwarted by a last-minute 
interception by Husker guard Bob Brown.

NEBRASKA 13, AUBURN 7 


MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1964—Nebraska made it’s second Orange Bowl trip a happier 
one than the first with a 13-7 win over Auburn in the 1964 Miami Classic. The 
Huskers evened their bow! record with the win and handed Bob Devaney his 
second bowl win in as many tries. Husker quarterback Dennis Claridge broke the 
game open before most of the 72,647 fans had settled in their seats. On the Huskers’ 
second play from scrimmage, Claridge bolted 68 yards down the sideline to put 
NU ahead 7-0. At the time, it was the longest TD run in OB history. Moments later 
Dave Theisen broke another OB record with a 31-yard field goal. The record lasted 
until the second quarter when Theisen booted a 36-yarder to give NU a 13-0 
halftime lead. Auburn quarterback Jimmy Sidle almost brought the Tigers back, 
but Husker linebacker John Kirby batted a fourth-and-four pass away at the goal 
line with less than three minutes to go to preserve the win for Nebraska.

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1965 COTTON BOWL 
ARKANSAS 10, NEBRASKA 7 


DALLAS, Jan. 1, 1965—Coach Frank Broyles’ Arkansas Razorbacks mounted 
an 80-yard fourth quarter drive against a previously impregnable Nebraska defense 
to down the Huskers, 10-7, in NU’s first Dallas appearance. The Huskers had led 
most of the way in one of the greatest defensive battles in bowl history. Arkansas 
scored first on a 31-yard Tom McKnelly field goal in the first quarter. But soph 
Harry Wilson capped a 69-yard Husker march in the second quarter on a one-yard 
plunge to give Nebraska a 7-3 halftime lead.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1971—Playing under the lights in Miami’s Orange Bowl for the 
first time in five years, Coach Bob Devaney’s Nebraska Cornhuskers won the first 
of two straight national titles by virtue of a 17-12 win over LSU and some fortunate 
circumstances. Earlier in the day, top-ranked Texas was upset by Notre Dame, 24- 
11, in the Cotton Bowl, and No. 2 Ohio State was shocked by Stanford, 27-17, in 
the Rose. That left the door to the title wide open for No. 3 Nebraska. The Huskers 
responded by building a 10-0 first-quarter lead on a 25-yard field goal by Paul 
Rogers and a three-yard TD run by Joe Orduna.

Nebraska showed its grit by driving 67 yards, 
and after quarterback Jerry Tagge stretched the ball over from the 1-yard line with 
8:50 left, the Huskers clinched their first national title.

DALLAS, Jan. 1, 1974—Nebraska’s Cornhuskers broke open a tight scoring 
contest in the third quarter with a pair of game-breaker plays to chalk up a 19-3 
win over the mighty Texas Longhorns in the 1974 Cotton Bowl game at Dallas. 
The chilled New Year's Day crowd of 67,500 saw the Big Eight runnerup and the 
Southwest Conference champions battle to a 3-3 tie at halftime, thanks to a brilliant 
Longhorn one-yard-line stand just before the gun. But the Huskers weren't to be 
denied and midway through the third quarter, safety Bob Thornton returned a 
Texas field goal try 41 yards to set up the clinching touchdown. Ritch Bahe got 
the final 12 yards on a reverse and Rich Sanger kicked the point to make it 10-3. 
Four plays later, John Bell recovered a Texas fumble at the Longhorn 19 and three 
plays later Tony Davis ripped in from the three to make it 16-3. Sanger kicked a 
43-yard field goal with 8:09 left to complete the scoring. Texas had scored first on 
a 22-yard field goal by Bill Schott in the wake of a Husker fumble, but early in 
the second quarter defensive end Steve Manstedt picked up a Roosevelt Leaks’ 
fumble in mid-air and raced 65 yards to the eight. But a stiff Longhorn defense 
forced a 24-yard field goal by Sanger.

It 
was the Cornhuskers’ sixth straight bowl victory, tying Nebraska with Georgia Tech 
for consecutive bow! wins. 

From the very start, it was a tough, uphill climb for the Huskers. Florida scored 
once in the first quarter and kicked a field goal in the second, while holding 
Nebraska's usually strong offense to 138 total yards. 

But in the second half, fullback Tony Davis, quarterback Terry Luck, kicker 
Mike Coyle and the Black Shirt defense took over for the Huskers and led Nebraska 
to victory. Although it wasn’t until the fourth quarter when the Huskers really got 
rolling. 

Freshman sensation, I-Back Monte Anthony, scored the Huskers first touch- 
down, with 13:24 left in the game, when he ran straight up the middle for two 
yards and the score. Coyle’s kick was good, and the Huskers trailed 10-7. 

Davis set up Coyle’s two deciding field goals with inspired running as he picked 
up 126 yards on 17 carries, including the longest run of the game for 40 yards. 
For his performance, Davis was named the game’s Most Valuable Player, an award 
which he had also received in the Cotton Bow! the previous year. Coyle tied the 
score on a 37-yard boot with 7:13 left in the game and with only 1:46 remaining, 
his 39-yard kick gave the Huskers their sixth-consecutive post-season win.

Ariz. 

The final blow came with 4:50 remaining in the game, when ASU kicker Dan 
Kush successfully booted a 29-yard field goal, breaking a 14-14 tie and capping a 
rally from a 14-6 deficit after three quarters. 

Fighting till the very end, Nebraska then took the ensuing kickoff and drove 
to the Arizona State 31 yard line with less than two minutes to play. The Huskers 
first two plays from there were incomplete passes, but on third down, quarterback 
Terry Luck hit fullback Tony Davis with a pass at the ASU 21 yard line. However, 
Davis was hit hard by two Arizona State players and fumbled the ball. The Sun 
Devils recovered it and went on to kill the clock and claim their 17-14 win. 

Nebraska ended the 1975 season at 10-2 and ranked No. 9 in the country. The 
Huskers lost their last two games of the year to No. 1-ranked Oklahoma 35-10 and 
to the No, 2-ranked Sun Devils.

HOUSTON, Dec. 31, 1976—In the most exciting bow! game of the year, the 
Nebraska Cornhuskers edged past a determined Texas Tech team, 27-24, in the 
Astro-Bluebonnet Bowl. 

Twice Nebraska rallied to overcome 10-point deficits. With Texas Tech ahead 
17-7 and time running out in the second quarter, quarterback Vince Ferragamo 
moved the Cornhuskers 80 yards in less than two minutes to score on a 22-yard 
touchdown pass to Mark Dufresne. But Texas Tech running back Billy Taylor 
countered early in the third quarter with an eight-yard touchdown run to put 
Nebraska down 24-14. 

Once again, the Cornhuskers started to work on the Texas Tech lead. I-back 
Rick Berns broke around right end and dashed untouched 18 yards into the end 
zone to put Nebraska within three. The Huskers then took the lead when Ferragamo 
connected with split end Chuck Malito—who gained 107 yards in three catches 
to earn most-valuable-lineman honors in the game—for a 23-yard touchdown pass. 
That score, which would prove to be the winning touchdown, was set up by a 
partially blocked punt by defensive backs Ted Harvey and Kent Smith. 

The final score was in doubt until defensive end Reg Gast recovered a Red 
Raider fumble with 1:34 left in the game, killing a Tech threat and allowing Ne- 
braska to run out the clock.

7 fourth-quarter deficit to a 21-17 win over North Carolina in the 19th annual

Garcia, who replaced starter Tom Sorley, first hit wingback Curtis Craig with 
a 10-yard touchdown pass (a sensational diving catch) with 10:51 left to cut the 
Husker deficit to 17-14, then threw a 34-yard scoring pass to Tim Smith with 3:16 
left in the game to cap a rally that frustrated UNC's upset hopes. 

The Tar Heels drew first blood early in the second quarter on a 12-yard scoring 
pass from Matt Kupec to tight end Brooks Williams. Then, after the Huskers had 
tied the game at 7-7 on a 15-yard touchdown run by fullback Dodie Donnell, Kupec 
threw a 10-yard scoring pass to fullback Bob Loomis late in the half, giving North 
Carolina a 14-7 halftime lead. 

Carolina upped it lead to 17-7 late in the third quarter on a 47-yard field goal 
by Tom Biddle and the Tar Heels appeared to have the game well in control until 
Garcia’s heroics brought NU back.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1979—In the first-ever matchup of Big Eight teams in a bowl 
game, Nebraska just missed duplicating its 17-14 win over Oklahoma several weeks 
earlier in losing to the Sooners 31-24, in the 45th annual Orange Bowl. 

Nebraska got off to a fast start in trying for an unprecedented double over OU, 
driving 80 yards in 15 plays after the opening kickoff to take a 7-0 lead on Tom 
Sorley’s 21-yard touchdown pass to Tim Smith. But the Huskers then watched the 
revenge-minded Sooners score 24 unanswered points. 

Nebraska’s rally started with 9:12 left in the game when I-back Rick Berns 
capped a 78-yard drive with a 1-yard touchdown run that reduced the deficit to 
31-17. A little over a minute later, defensive tackle David Clark recovered quar- 
terback Thomas Lott's fumble at the OU 42 and the Huskers were definitely back 
in the game. Oklahoma’s defense yielded 35 yards to the seven, but rose up to 
stop I-back Craig Johnson on fourth-and-one with 4:24 to go—virtually sealing the 
win, although the Huskers marched 58 yards in 10 plays to score on a 2-yard pass 
from Sorley to Junior Miller on the finaly play of the game.

DALLAS, Jan. 1, 1980—Reserve quarterback Terry Elston threw a 6-yard fourth- 
down touchdown pass to Eric Herring with just 12 seconds left in the game as 
Houston handed Nebraska a heart-breaking 17-14 loss in the 44th Cotton Bowl 
game—another in a six-year string of incredible finishes in Husker bow! games. 

Before a CBS-TV national audience and 72,032 on hand in Dallas’ famous oval, 
the Huskers and Cougars battled tooth-and-nail for a full 60 minutes, and the goal- 
line situation at the end was a fitting finale. 

Nebraska struck first as I-back Jarvis Redwine scored on a 9-yard run late in 
the first period, but Houston cam back to tie, 7-7, at halftime on an 8-yard Elston 
run early in the second period. 

After a scoreless third period, Southwest Conference champion Houston took 
its first lead of the game, 10-7, on a 41-yard field goal by Ken Hatfield with 8:25 
left in the game. The Huskers made little headway against the Cougar defense in 
the second half, but took advantage of a Houston fumble to drive 31 yards in six 
plays to take a 14-10 lead on Jeff Quinn's 6-yard touchdown pass with 3:56 left. 

The next 3:44 were all Terry Elston, though, as the junior accounted for all but 
11 yards in the Cougars’ winning 66-yard drive himself, completing 5-of-7 passes 
for 45 yards (three for cruical first downs) and rushing three times for 10 yards.

EL PASO, Texas, Dec. 27, 1980—A great passing performance by senior Jeff 
Quinn and a stout defensive effort enabled Nebraska to enjoy a successful return 
to the Sun Bowl by downing Mississippi State 31-17. 

The Huskers drew first blood just 2:30 into the game when—on the first play 
after MSU’s Mardye McDole fumbled a Nebraska punt—split end Todd Brown 
scored on a 23-yard end-around. NU added 10 points in the second quarter—on 
a 22-yard Kevin Seibel field goal and an 8-yard Jeff Quinn to Jeff Finn pass—to 
take a 17-0 lead into the dressing room at halftime. 

MSU finally scored in the third quarter on a 47-yard field goal and appeared 
to be gaining momentum when Husker defensive end Jimmy Williams recovered 
a fumble at the Bulldog 25 to set up a 2-yard TD run by Andra Franklin. The 
Huskers iced the game with a 52-yard Jeff Quinn to Tim McCrady pass late in the 
game. For their efforts, Williams and Quinn were named the outstanding players

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1982—Coach Tom Osborne’s Cornhuskers went into their 13th 
consecutive bowl game hoping New Year's magic would work the same wonders 
for them as it had for their Big Red counterparts 11 years earlier—and for a while, 
it looked like it would. First, Texas toppled No. 3 Alabama, 14-12, in the Cotton 
Bowl, and while fourth-ranked Nebraska battled Clemson, Pitt was knocking off 
No. 2 Georgia in the Sugar Bowl, leaving it up to the Huskers and Tigers to settle 
the national title. 

The dream of a third championship in 12 years was not to be for the Huskers, 
though, as their own errors, plus standout performances by Clemson quarterback 
Homer Jordan and the Tiger defense gave the South Carolina school its first national 
title and a 12-0 season with a 22-15 victory. 

The Tigers scored first on a 41-yard Donald Igwebuike field goal to take a 3-0 
lead, but Nebraska came back with a bit of razzle-dazzle and took a 7-3 lead midway 
in the first quarter on a 25-yard TD pass from I-back Mike Rozier to wingback 
Anthony Steels, 

For the next two-and-a-half quarters, it was almost all Clemson, as the oppor- 
tunistic Tigers took advantage of Husker errors to score 19 unanswered points and 
take a 22-7 lead after three periods. Early in the fourth quarter, the Huskers came 
back on a 26-yard TD run and a two-point conversion by Roger Craig, cutting the 
margin to 22-15, but an eighth untimely penalty stopped another promising drive 
moments later and the elusive Jordan ate up all but six seconds of the last 5:24.

MIAMI, Jan. 1, 1983—The 1983 Orange Bowl game between Nebraska and 
Louisiana State started out like the one-sided contest the oddsmakers had pre- 
dicted. The Husker defense held the Tigers to three yards on three plays after the 
opening kickoff, forcing a punt, then the NU offense drove 51 yards in six plays 
to take a 7-0 lead on Mark Schellen’s 2-yard run 4:03 into the game. 

At that point, however, Murphy's Law went into effect. On the first play after 
Toby Williams intercepted an LSU pass at the Husker 7, Nebraska fumbled the 
ball away to set up a tying Tiger TD, The Huskers then fumbled the ball away at 
the LSU 15, forced a punt, and fumbled it at their own 45 to set up another Tiger 
TD. A fake punt then went awry, LSU forced another punt, and the Huskers threw 
an interception, and were thankful to be down only 14-7 at halftime. 

The second half didn’t start out any better as NU missed a field goal, then 
fumbled again to set up a field goal that gave LSU a 17-7 lead. But once down 10 
points, the Husker offense came alive, driving 80 yards in 12 plays to score on an 
11-yard pass from Turner Gill to Mike Rozier, and going 47 yards in seven plays 
to finally regain the lead, 21-17, early in the fourth quarter on a 1-yard run by Gill. 

A dropped pass on a faked field goal prevented another score, and another 
interception set up an LSU field goal that cut the margin to 21-20, but the Husker 
offense sealed the win by eating up the final 5:05.

1984 ORANGE BOWL 
MIAMI, FLA., 31, NEBRASKA 30 


MIAMI, Jan. 2, 1984—In one of the most exciting bow! games ever played, 
fourth-ranked Miami overcame Nebraska rallies from 17- and 14-point deficits and 
took the national championship away from the Huskers when strong safety Ken 
Calhoun knocked Turner Gill's two-point PAT pass out of Jeff Smith’s hands with 
48 seconds left in the game, preserving a 31-30 home field win in the 50th Orange 
Bowl. The Miami win snapped a 22-game win string for Nebraska and, for the 
second time in three years, Husker national-title hopes died on the Orange Bow! 
turf. 

Behind rifle-armed freshman quarterback Bernie Kosar, the ‘Canes jumped to 
an easy 17-0 first-quarter lead and never trailed. The Huskers rallied to score two 
second-quarter touchdowns, then tied the game early in the second half on a Scott 
Livingston field goal, but Miami then scored twice in a five minute span later in 
the third period to put the visitors in a 31-17 hole. 

Things looked blackest for Nebraska four plays after Miami’s last score when 
Heisman Trophy winner Mike Rozier left the game for good with a badly-bruised 
ankle, but junior I-back Jeff Smith came in to rush for 99 yards and two touchdowns, 
the second a 24-yarder on fourth-and-eight, to get the Huskers within 31-30. Coach 
Tom Osborne then eschewed the PAT kick (and a tie that would have assured 
Nebraska the national title) and decided to go for it all—but, thanks to Calhoun, 
Gill and Smith came up just short.

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 1, 1985—Senior quarterback Craig Sundberg closed out 
his career in grand style as he led the Huskers back from a 10-0 first-half deficit 
to a 28-10 win over Louisiana State in the 51st annual Sugar Bowl. 

Fired-up LSU scored on two of its first three possessions to grab the early lead, 
but after a rocky start, the Sundberg-led Nebraska offense roared to life to put 28 
unanswered points on the board. Two of the Huskers’ four touchdowns were set 
up by a defense that forced six Tiger turnovers, five of them interceptions, in- 
cluding four off LSU starting quarterback Jeff Wickersham. 

Sophomore I-back Doug DuBose helped spark Nebraska with a 102-yard rushing 
effort, but it was Sundberg who provided most of the punch and was named the 
game's most valuable player. Starting for the first time since arm trouble knocked 
him out of the starting lineup at mid-season, Sundberg completed 10 of 15 passes 
for 143 yards, threw for three touchdowns and ran for the go-ahead score himself 
on a 9-yard sprint 6:46 into the second half. Sundberg's three TD passes tied a 
Nebraska bow! record. Two of those scoring tosses went to tight end Todd Frain, 
tying another NU bowl mark.

TEMPE, Ariz., Jan. 1, 1986—After building a 14-3 halftime lead, Nebraska self- 
destructed in the third quarter and was never able to recover completely in drop- 
ping a 27-23 decision to Michigan in the Sunkist Fiesta Bowl. 

The Huskers used a pair of second-quarter touchdowns by I-back Doug DuBose 
to take the lead, but a fumble on the third play of the second half set up a 21-yard 
Wolverine touchdown drive that cut the NU margin to 14-10. Nebraska fumbled 
it away again on the second play after the ensuing kickoff, setting up a 38-yard 
touchdown drive that put Michigan up for good, 17-14. 

Nebraska's next drive stalled after one first down, and the Wolverines blocked 
Dan Wingard's punt, recovering it at the NU 6-yard line. The Nebraska defense 
held, and a 19-yard Pat Moons field goal made it 20-14, Michigan, after 8:18 of 
the second half. Later in the period, the Maize and Blue took advantage of two 
pass interference penalties to score another touchdown to build what proved to 
be an insurmountable 27-14 lead.

NEW ORLEANS, La., Jan. 1, 1987—Louisiana State had a 66-yard touchdown 
drive in the first three minutes of the contest and another 66-yard touchdown 
drive in the last three minutes of the game. But in between, Nebraska completely 
dominated the Tigers, running off 30 unanswered points and posting a 30-15 win 
in the USF&G Sugar Bowl, the Huskers’ 25th bow] appearance. 

Between those two Tiger drives, Nebraska out-yarded LSU, 352-62, and had a 
first-down advantage of 22-3 as the Huskers made a remarkable recovery from a 
disheartening loss to Oklahoma at the end of the regular season, It was Nebraska's 
fourth bowl win over LSU in as many tries and the third in five years. 

Steve Taylor became the second Nebraska quarterback in three years to win 
the Miller-Digby Trophy as the Sugar Bowl MVP. He completed 11 of 19 passes 
for 110 yards and one touchdown, and rushed 20 times for 63 yards and another 
score. Of Taylor’s 173 total offense yards, 90 came in two drives in which the 
Huskers went from a 7-3 deficit to a 17-7 lead.

TEMPE, Ariz., Jan. 1, 1988—Flordia State quarterback Danny McManus hit 
flanker Ronald Lewis with a 15-yard, fourth-down touchdown pass with 3;07 left 
in the game to give Florida State a 21-28 win over Nebraska in the 17th Fiesta 
Bowl. McManus’ third touchdown pass of the afternoon capped a 97-yard touch- 
down drive by the Seminoles, who had taken over at their 3 with 6:58 to go when 
a fumble kept the Huskers from putting the game away. 

It was a frustrating day for Nebraska, which jumped to an 14-0 first-quarter 
lead on a short drive set up by a Richard Bell punt return, and a 52-yard punt 
return touchdown by Dana Brinson. The Husker defense held FSU to just 82 yards 
on the ground, 28 by standout tailback Sammie Smith, but McManus threw for 
375 yards, his career high by an even 100 yards. He was named offensive player- 
or-the-game, while Husker tackle Neil Smith was named the top defensive player. 

Even after Florida State took the late lead, the Huskers almost rallied, but Steve 
Taylor's 58-yard pass to Morgan Gregory, which carried to the Seminole 2, was 
called back because of a penalty.

MIAMI, Fla., Jan. 2, 1989—Second-ranked Miami's quickness, particularly on 
defense, proved to be too much for sixth-ranked Nebraska as the Hurricanes dom- 
inated the Huskers to the tune of 23-3 in the 55th Orange Bowl Classic. Despite 
the win and a final 11-1-0 record, the Hurricanes were unable to lay claim to a 
second-straight national title due to undefeated Notre Dame’s 34-21 Fiesta Bowl 
win over West Virginia earlier in the day. 

Although the Nebraska defense held the Miami offense to 354 total-offense 
yards, nearly 100 under its season average, the Huskers never could get untracked 
against the Hurricanes’ second-ranked defense. After leading the nation in rushing 
at 382.3 yards per game during the regular season, NU managed only 80 yards 
rushing against Miami, and finished with 10 first downs. 

Nebraska needed a career-long 50-yard field goal by Gregg Barrios to capitalize 
on its only serious scoring threat. Early in the third quarter, Tahaun Lewis picked 
off a Steve Walsh pass and returned it 31 yards to the Miami 37, But after Ken 
Clark gained 16 yards to the 21, Steve Taylor was sacked for a 13-yard loss, and 
the Huskers’ had to settle for Barrios’ field goal, which prevented Nebraska's first 
shutout since the 1973 season.

TEMPE, Ariz., Jan. 1, 1990—Fifth-ranked Florida State rode the arm of quar- 
terback Peter Tom Willis and the talents of a bevy of quick, talented receivers to 
a 41-17 win over sixth-ranked Nebraska in the 19th Sunkist Fiesta Bowl. 

The Huskers had the lead twice in the first half, 7-0 after driving 69 yards for 
a touchdown on their first possession (helped by 41-yard Mike Stigge-to-Mark 
Dowse pass on a fake punt), and 10-7 on a Chris Drennan field goal early in the 
second period. 

Following the Drennan field goal, however, it was all FSU. The Seminoles 
scored touchdowns on five of their next seven possessions to build a commanding 
41-10 lead at the end of three quarters. In the process, Willis enjoyed the best day 
a passer has ever had against Nebraska, completing 25 of 40 for 422 yards and five 
touchdowns. The yardage topped the previous high vs. the Huskers of 375 by the 
Seminoles’ Danny McManus in the 1988 Sunkist Fiesta Bowl, and the five TD 
passes were also the most-ever against NU. 

For the second-straight year, the Huskers’ faced a bowl opponent which was 
probably the best team in the nation, but which had virtually no hope of winning 
the national title due to untimely defeats early in the season. Florida State lost its 
first two games in 1989 to Southern Mississippi and Clemson, then roared back 
to win its last 10, including 24-10 over eventual No. 1 Miami, but the two early 
losses proved too large in the voters’ minds.

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Husker Heisman Winners 


RODGERS, ROZIER NU HEISMAN WINNERS 


MIKE ROZIER JOHNNY RODGERS 


Nebraska two-time All-America running back Mike Rozier out-distanced Brigham 
Young quarterback Steve Young in the 1983 Heisman Trophy race, becoming the 
second Cornhusker to win the coveted honor. 

All-America wingback Johnny Rodgers won the 38th annual Heisman award 
in 1972, defeating Oklahoma's Greg Pruitt and Husker teammate Rich Glover. 

The Heisman Trophy has been presented by the New York Downtown Athletic 
Club each year since 1935 when Jay Berwanger of the University of Chicago won 
the inaugural award to the outstanding college football player in the United States 
as selected by over 1,000 sportswriters and sportscasters across the nation. 

With Rozier winning the Heisman and Dean Steinkuhler sweeping the Lom- 
bardi and Outland lineman awards, Nebraska gains a unique distinction in college 
football. It is the only school to ever sweep all three major honors, and the Corn- 
huskers have done it twice—1972 with Rodgers and Rich Glover and in 1983 with 
Rozier and Steinkuhler. 

By the way, the 1-3 finish of Rodgers and Glover in the 1972 Heisman voting 
was the best teammate finish since Glenn Davis and Doc Blanchard of Army went 
2-3 in 1944, then 1-2 in 1945 and 1-4 in 1946.

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Five Outlands, Three Lombardis 
HUSKERS HAVE WON THE MOST 
OUTLANDS AND LOMBARDIS 


Larry Jacobson Rich Glover Dave Rimington Dean Steinkubler 


Nebraska players have won more Outlands (five) and more Lombardis (three) 
than those of any other school. Huskers’ closest competition comes from Oklahoma, 
with four Outland and two Lombardi winners; and Notre Dame, Ohio State and 
Texas, with two Lombardi winners each. 

All-America offensive guard Dean Steinkuhler swept national honors in 1983, 
winning both the Outland Award and the Lombardi Trophy. 

In winning the Outland, presented annually by the Football Writers Association 
of America, Steinkuhler brought Nebraska the distinction of being the only school 
ever to win the prestigious award three consecutive years. And in winning the 
Lombardi he assured Nebraska the honor of being the first school ever to win back- 
to-back Lombardi Trophies, presented annually by the Rotary Club of Houston, 

Dave Rimington won the Outland in 1981 and 1982 and the Lombardi in 1982. 

Larry Jacobson was Nebraska’s first Outland winner, gaining the honor with 
the 1971 national championship team. Rich Glover won it in 1972, and also won 
the Lombardi that year, giving Nebraska the first back-to-back Outland sweep, a 
fete that would be accomplished again a decade later by Rimington, then Rimington 
and Steinkuhler.

Junior strong safety Curtis Cotton was the 1990 recipient 
of Nebraska's Lifter-of-the-Year Award, given annually to 
the player who has shown the greatest dedication and im- 
provement in the Cornhuskers’ strength and conditioning 
program.

SIX HUSKER JERSEYS RETIRED 


When [-back Mike Rozier won the 1983 Heisman Trophy while guard Dean 
Steinkuhler was claiming the Outland/Lombardi Trophy double, the two added 
their jersey numbers—30 and 71, respectively—to a list of four that had been retired 
earlier, 

The Nebraska trophy case has thus added Nos. 30 and 71 to the No, 60 worn 
by Tom Novak, the No. 20 worn by Johnny Rodgers the No. 79 worn by Rich Glover, 
and the No. 50 worn by Dave Rimington. Novak's jersey was retired following the 
1949 season on a vote of the N Club after “Train Wreck” had been a four-time 
All-Big Seven choice as either a fullback or center and a 1949 All-American. 
Rodgers’ and Glover's jerseys were retired following the 1972 season after Rodgers 
had won the Heisman and Glover had become the first of three Huskers to win 
both the Outland and Lombardi Trophies. Rimington's jersey was retired after the 
All-America center had won two Outland Trophies and the 1982 Lombardi.

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NFL Drafts Five Cornhuskers 
JEFF MILLS TO CHARGERS IN THIRD 


All-Big Eight outside linebacker Jeff Mills was the first of five Nebraska players 
taken in the 1990 National Footbal! League draft in April, going to the San Diego 
Chargers in the third round. 

The Montclair, N.J., product was followed in the sixth round by defensive 
tackle Kent Wells, who went to Washington; by two former teammates in the eighth 
round, running back Ken Clark going to Indianapolis and quarterback Gerry Gdowski 
to New Orleans; and in the 12th round by Richard Bell, to Pittsburgh as a running 
back. 

The 1990 draft thus marked the first time in four years that no Husker was 
taken in the first round, after defensive tackle Danny Noonan (Dallas) in 1987, 
defensive end Neil Smith (Kansas City) in 1988, and outside linebacker Broderick 
Thomas (Tampa Bay) in 1989. It also marked the first time that no Husker was 
taken in the first two rounds since 1976 when linebacker Rik Bonness waited until 
the third round before being chosen by Oakland.

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Nebraska’s NCAA Sellout Record 
Hits 168 Consecutive Games 


Nebraska's continuing NCAA record of consecutive home sellouts will hit the 
175 mark with the Huskers’ seven already-sold-out home games in 1990. In 1988, 
Nebraska set a single-season home attendance record by averaging 76,342 fans for 
six home games, breaking the old record average of 76,341 set in 1974, 

The string of consecutive sellouts started on Nov. 3, 1962, when 36,501 showed 
up for Homecoming contest vs, Missouri. The last non-sellout in Memorial Stadium 
was Oct. 20, 1962, when the Huskers and Kansas State drew 30,701. 

The Cornhuskers’ Memorial Stadium has a seating capacity of 73,650 and 
attendance has averaged over 75,000 for the past 16 years. Nebraska has ranked 
in the top six, nationally, in attendance for many years. 

As part of the continuing improvement of athletic facilities at the University 
of Nebraska, two major projects have been completed in 1984 and 1985, A new 
artificial turf—AII-Pro Turf—was installed in 1984 and a new million-dollar train- 
ing table-study hall area was opened in March of 1985, underneath the West 
Stadium adjacent to the massive new strength complex. 

Here is the chronological order of Memorial Stadium expansion and improve- 
ment from the original 31,000-seat structure, which was built in 1923: 

1946—Completion of Schulte Field House at north end of stadium (construction 
began in 1941, but was interrupted by World War II). 

1964—South end zone section installed, making the stadium a horseshoe, rais- 
ing capacity to the 48,000 mark, 

1965—Center portion of north end-zone section added, raising capacity to more 
than 53,000. 

1966—Both wings of the north end-zone added, raising capacity to more than 
65,000 and making Memorial Stadium into a bowl. 

1967—New press box, with guest section added, providing a beautiful and 
practical press facility. 

1970—Installation of AstroTurf. 

1972—South end zone extended. 9,400 seats added, raising capacity to 73,650. 

1973—Athletic office building completed, housing, dressing and training fa- 
cilities for varsity football. 

1977—Installation of new AstroTurf replacing the 1970 turf, and a new score- 
board over the north stadium. 

1980—Completed top deck of press box for additional photo and visiting radio- 
TV space. 

1981—New west stadium weight room and new visitor’s locker room in Schulte 
Field House. 

1982—Expansion of Schulte Field House indoor practice area. 

1984—New artificial All-Pro Turf playing-surface installed. 

1985—Completion of Hewitt Center (dining area/study hall) in West Stadium. 

1989—Expansion of strength complex and Hewitt Center. 


HUSKERS HAVE DONE WELL IN 
68 YEARS AT MEMORIAL STADIUM 


Nebraska football teams for the past 68 years have been glad to call Memorial 
Stadium home. Evidence for this is a 255-96-13 (.718) record posted by the Huskers 
in their home since it was opened in 1923, 
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Memorial Stadium Trivia Facts 


—Every time Nebraska plays football at home, Memorial Stadium becomes 
the third largest population area in the State of Nebraska (behind Omaha and 
Lincoln.) 

—When the Huskers play at Memorial Stadium, six percent of the state's 
population gathers to watch. 

—_Nebraska’s Press Box cost more than $500,000 in 1967, but no tax funds 
were used. Husker Award members pledged additional funds (above scholar- 
ship contributions) to help provide the structure, which includes 316 theater 
seats in the enclosed Section 300 donor area. 

—The Nebraska Press Box fund was also aided by donors in Section 200, 
located underneath the structure in the West Balcony area of the old press box. 

—There are three levels in the Nebraska Press Box: Level 1—Writers, radio, 
scoreboard, dining, statistics and public address. Level 2—Section 300, photo 
areas, Chancellor's Box, Snack Bar. Level 3—Television, photo, radio booths, 
security.

NOTES ON THE ASSOCIATED PRESS POLL: The 
rankings indicated in all instances above are those 
at the time of the game, with Nebraska's to the left 
of the slash and the opponent's ta the right. The slash 
stands by itself if neither team was ranked to indicate 
that there was an AP poll that week. From 1936, 
when the Associated Press began its college football 
poll, through 1949, it did not publish a poll until 
mid- to late October, and the AP Poll column has 
thus been left blank for the early weeks of those sea- 
sons.

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Husker Football Network 
Enters Eighth Season 


The Nebraska Football Network will be in its eighth year of operation in 1990 
and is expected to feed some 42 stations in Nebraska and eight other states. 

Kent Pavelka will be back for his 17th season as part of the football broadcasts, 
his seventh as the play-by-play ‘Voice of the Huskers.” Pavelka, sports director 
and operations manager at network flagship station KFAB in Omaha, also called 
Husker basketball for KFAB and the Nebraska Basketball Network for 15 seasons 
prior to 1989-90, and is a six-time Nebraska Sportscaster-of-the-Year. 

Pavelka’s color man will be Gary Sadlemyer of KFAB. Another KFAB veteran, 
Jack Payne, will continue to help out in the broadcast booth, while Larry Moeh- 
lenbrink of Lincoln’s KFOR will provide sideline reports. Sadlemyer will also 
team with NU assistant athletic director and sports information director Don Bryant 
on the post-game locker room show. 

The 43 stations on the network include 29 in Nebraska and 13 from out-of- 
state, including three in South Dakota, two each in California and Texas, and one 
each in Arkansas, Arizona, Colorado, lowa, Nevada and New Mexico.
